President Held to Have 
No Authority to Modify 
Reservations. 


U.S. WANTS GEN EVA 
TO KNOW SITUATION 


Invitation of League Will Bey 


Accepted Only With That 
Giwerstancng.

America cannot accept the sug- 
gestion ofthe League of Nations 
that the Senate reservations to the 
World Court protocol be discussed 
with a view to modification at a 
conference between the 48 signa- 
tory states and the United States 
at Geneva on September 1, unless it 
is clearly understood that no modi- 
fication can be effective until the 
Senate has ratified a new World 
Court protocol embodying such 
change or changes. 

If the statement of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain to the effect that the 
American reservations are not en- 
tirely acceptable is taken at its face 
value, the only practical solution 
appears to be for the Senate to re- 
consider the present protocol or 
ratify a protocol amended by the 
powers themselves. 


Cannot Change Reservations. 


It was said at the State Depart- 
ment yesterday that the authority 
of the executive branch of the 
government to change the reserva- 
tions was lacking. Whether an 
. American representative will be 
sent to Geneva depends, it was 
added, on the text of the invitation 
which is expected. 

In any event, it was said at the 
department, America would not be 
dealing with the league but would 
be dealing with the States which 
have signed the court protocol and 
just happen, at the same time, to 
be league members. All the league 
has done, it was added, was to 
offer the suggestion that these 
signatory states met at Geneva for 
collective action relative to the 
American reservations. 

Secretary of State Kellogg has 
assumed that the 48 states might 
be communicated with directly in 
writing on the question of whether 
they accept the reservations. But 
Sir Austen Chamberlain proposes 
what he conceives to be a more 
practical plan. It is not for a mo- 
ment assumed tnat Mr. Kellogg 
would object to this plan provided 
it does not go counter to the Senate 
resolution of ratification.

Millions In Gold, Money, 
Gems and Securities Moved 


More Than $20,000,000, Largest Shipment of Kind In 
City, Transferred to Federal-American Company’s 
Building From Old Quarters. 


Some time between midnight and 
dawn this morning the Federal- 
American National Bank moved 
gold, silver, currency and securi- 
ties valued at more than $20,000,- 
000 from its old F street home to 
its new bank building at Fourteenth 
and G streets northwest, prepara- 
tory to the formal business open- 
ing of the new bank at 8:30 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

The transfer set a new record in 
the financial history of Washing- 
ton, the value of the money and 
securities moved being greater than 
any other such movement, exceeded 
only by shipments and transfers 
by the Federal government. How 
much more than $20,000,000 was 


transferred is unknown, because 
bank officers could not estimate the 
total value of the jewels and stocks 
and bonds and other valuables kept 
in safety deposit boxes by holders. 

Movement of the money and se- 


curities was covered with secrecy,

Birmingham, Ala., March 20 (By 
A. P.).—Four hundred tons of 
molten metal, slushing and sput- 
tering in all directions when No. 2 
furnacs of Woodward Iron Co. ex- 
ploded early today, caused the in- 
stant death of sixteen workers, five 
others died in a hospital tonight 
from burns and six others were in 
a serious condition. One man still 
is missing. 

The 80-foot steel iron maker gave 
way without warning and the whir 
and swish that came with the down- 
pour of metal told those outside the 
flaming area what had happened. 
A number of workers were caught 
in the molten iron ore and killed 
instantly by the intense heat. 
Those not directly in the path of 
the fier: shower were caught in its

400,000 votes cast on the question: 
“‘Are you for or against the return 
of wine and beer?’’ in the 21 dis- 
tricts polled by The Washington 
Post and 19 associated newspapers 
from coast to coast. the final re- 
sults tabulated last night show 
353,019 votes cast in favor of the 
suggested modification and 36,990 
against, a ratio of nearly 10 to 1.

Words of Psalmist-King, “I Will Lift Up Mine Eyes,” 
Heard Among White-Robed Hills and Trees, 
Scene of Strange, Unearthly Beauty.

Plymouth, Vt., March 20.—‘I 

will lift up mine eyes unto the hills 

from whence cometh my help.” 

With these words of the Psalmist- 
King, the preacher today voiced the 
long farewell of venerable John 
Coolidge, father of fhe President of 
the United States, to the hills and 
the neighbors he loved so tenderly. 
The body was lowered into the 
grave at 2:40 o'clock this after- 
noon. Two hours and twenty min- 
utes later the President reached his 
special train waiting at Woodstock, 
15 miles distant, and started on his 
way back to the cares of state. He 
will reach Washington between 6 
and 7 o'clock Sunday morning. 

With him at the graveside in the 
burying ground at Plymouth where 
he was born and where his father 
lived out his 81 years, stood his 
wife, his son John, his aunt, Mrs. 
Grace Wilder, and her husband and 


one representative of his official 
family, Attorney General John Gari- 
baldi Sargent. Vermont was offi- 
cially represented by Gov. Billings 
and former Gov. Stickney who. a 
quarter of a century ago gave John 
Coolidge his title of colonel.

| idge. It is the resting place: also 
'of his mother and sister, long since 
i dead, and of a son, whose body was 
|taken there from the White House 
less than two years ago. 
| Concealing their grief, the Pres 
tno and Mrs. Coolidge, went. 


through a gruelling day. With @ 
|March snowstorm sweeping over 
the mountains, they traveled by 
automobile and open sleigh from 
Woodstock to Plymouth, a distance 
of 16 miles. 


Snow Whipped Into Faces. 


With a biting north wind whipe 
ping wet snow into their faces they 
stood in slush on the brink of Col, 
Coolidge’s grave. 

It was not until they had started 
back to Woodstock to board their 
train for Washington that the storm 
spent itself and the skies cleared. 

As the special left Woodstock at 
5 o’clock winding its way through 
the snow-covered mountains toward 
White River junction and the 
south, the sun, hidden all day, 
broke through the _ scattering 
clouds. 

Saddened and fatigued, the Pres 
ident and his wife retired to their 
car at the rear of the train to rest. 
Traveling “with them as far as 
Northampton, Mass., was their son, 
John, a student at Amherst college. 
Others returning to the Capital 
with the President were Attorney 
General Sargeant, Maj. James F. 
Coupal, White House physician, and 
a dozen newspapermen and photog- 
raphers. The train is due in Wash- 
ington early tomorrow. 


Hurried Call For Newspapers. 


On board President Coolidge’s 
train en route to Washington, 
Springfield, Mass., March 20 (By A. 
P.).—Virtually out of touch with 
the world during his 36-hour stay 
in rural Vermont, President Cool- 
idge sent out a hurried call tonight 
for newspapers as his train sped 
toward the Capital. On boarding 
the train at Woodstock, Vt., ‘he 
heard that one newspaperman ac- 
companying him had a copy of to- 
day's New York Times. He borrow- 
ed it, then sent word ahead to have 
Boston evening papers placed on 
the train at Northampton. He said 
he didn’t want to retire for the 
night until he had read the latest 
news. 

There was a Slip-up in arrange- 
ments, however, and there were no 
Boston editions awaiting the execu- 
tive at Northampton, where his son, 
John, detrained to return to Am- 
herst college. 

A quick search in and near the 
station produced only Springfield 
and Northampton papers, but as. 
the train continued southward, the 
President was assured that he 
would get the latest news, as pub- 
lished in Boston, at Springfield. 
And he did. 

The train stopped at 9:45 p. m.

This is evidence of the determina- | 
tion of Congress not to pass a Four- | 
teenth street bill that is not ac- 
ceptable to the hospital officials that 
has convinced him the thoroughfare 
could not be extended without com- 
promise, he said. 


Important Part of Project. 


“T don’t believe it is generally | 
understood,’’ said Col. Bell, “that 
the opening of the street from Mon- 
tague to Aspen is involved. It, in 
fact, is the important part of the 
project. If we could get the street 
opened to Aspen street, we could 
afford to wait a while longer before 
seeking to extend it through the 
reservation. 

‘‘Neither da I think critics under- 
stand the Congress has put lan- 
guage in our apropriation bill limit- 
ing the power of the commissioners 
to acquire property to open streets. 
by directly forbidding us to open| 
Fourteenth street and Piney Branch | 
road. 

“We can not overcome this pro- 
hibition without passage of the 
pending bill. Congress has been de- 
termined not to let us open the 
highway. Maybe they will not pass 
the compromise bill, even. But we 
do have a chance of getting it en-| 
acted, due to the fact that the hos- 
pital authorities agree to it. With- 
out the compromise agreement it 
contains we have no chance what- 
ever.’’ 


Opposed by Army Officers, 


William McK. Clayton, of the 
Brightwood Citizens association, 
whose territory adjoins the subdivi- 
sion through which Fourteenth 
street has not been opened, added 
emphasis to Col. Bell’s view. He 
said: 

“There has been a powerful so-

Grandmother Was Commoner. 


Dowager Queen Louise was born 
October 31, 1851. It has often been 
said that her leanings toward 
democracy were directly due to her 
recent ancestry, as her grandmoth- 
er was the famous Desiree Clary, 
a tradesman’s daughter, who capti- 
rated Bonaparte and later married 
Marshal Bernadotte, subsequently 
the King of Sweden and Norway. 
At the age of 18 Princess Louise 
Was married to Crown Prince Fred- 
erick, bringing to the reigning 
house of Denmark the huge for- 
tunes Which she had inherited from 
Princess Louise, of Orange, daugh- 
ter of Prince William Frederick ot! 
the Netherlands. She was 45 years 
old when her husband, at the age 
of 61, succeeded his father. 
Preceding this there had been 
ample time for the masterful char- 
acter which marked her life to be- 
come fully developed. She had 
reared a family of eight children— 
four sons ‘and four daughters— 
had managed and expanded her 
huge fortune; acted many times in 
an advisory capacity to the aged 
King Christian, and participated 
over a period of 20 years in some 
of the most important political] 
moves in Europe. 

She was kindly, generous 
sympathetic, yet vindictive 
once she harbored a dislike. This 
latter characteristic was brought 
out most prominently in her social 
war on Princess Maud, youngest 
daughter of King Edward VII. of 
England, which lasted for many 
years.

WHEN IS ONE DRUNK? 


NGLAND is all torn up over a 
E great question. It is: ‘*‘When 

is a man drunk?” It is the au- 
tomobile that has rent the sober 
calm of the imperturable.

Another party 
says the signs by which a police- 
man diagnoses drunkenness are ‘no 
good.’”’ 


One party, refusing to accept the 
policeman as a diagnostician, gave 
the following as the clinical signs 
of drunkenness: (1) Disturbance 
of poise: (2) staggering gait; (3) 
flushed face; (4) congestion of the 
outer corners of the eye; (5) di- 
lated pupils, and (6) rapid pulse. 

Another party then shot holes in 
these signs of drunkenness. ‘There 
were many drinkers who did not 
show these signs and there were 
people who were not drunk who 
showed them. 

Then came Dr. Southgate with 
some laboratory tests. He found 
that when a person drank liquor on 
an empty stomach it began getting 
into his blood almost at once. It 
was there as alcohol. The next max- 
imum concentration of alcohol in 
the blood occurred about one hour 
after the drug was consumed. The 
organs commenced throwing it off 
as alcohol almost at once. It was 
thrown off by the lungs, the skin 
and the kidneys. In fact, it got out 
of the body by every possible route. 
But the great organ of elimination 
for alcohol was the kidney. 


In about 12 hours, if no more 
liquor was consumed, the blood had 
got rid of all of it. 

The best test of drunkenness was 
the concentration of alcohol in the 
blood. But since it was not often 
feasible to draw blood for a blood 
test, a urine test was devised. It 
was found that-a urine test was 
fairly reliable. If in 100 cem of 
urine (a little over 3 ounces), as 
much as 150 milligrams (about 2 
or 3 minims) of alcohol were found, 
the man was drunk. They checked 
this by other signs of drunkenness. 

It was found that drinking whis- 
ky was more apt to make a man 
drunk than did drinking stout. One 
ounce of alcohol in whisky was

OLD DEATH FEAST 
WILL BE RETAINED 
BY SAMOA TRIBES 


American Governor Agrees 
With Native Chiefs in 
neepwg Geremony. 


PEOPLE NOT PREPARED 
TO MAKE THE CHANGE 


Great Amount of Food Used 
to Honor Dead Often Im- 
poveristes Family. 


Pago Pago, Samoa, March 20 (By 
A. P.).—The ‘death feast,’’ an in- 
stitution which has been handed 
down to each succeeding generation 
of native Samoans from the earliest 
times, will not be abandoned at 
present, the assembly of titled 
chieftains has decided. In this de- 


cision His Excellency Henry F. 
Bryan, captain in the United States 
navy and present governor of Amer- 
ican Samoa, has acquiesced. 

In its inroads, western civiliza- 
tion has abolished many of the pic- 
turesque social or tribal customs 
of the islands but the primitive 
method of showing respect for the 
dead will not be outlawed until the 
Samoan people themselves are 
ready for the change. 

A resolution to do away with the 
ceremony was defeated in the 
American Samoa annual fono. The 
fono is an assembly of titled chiefs 
who meet each year to confer with 
the officials of the administration, 
and is presided over by the naval 
governor in person. 


Gorge, Then Sing. 


The Samoans believe that the 
proper way to honor the dead is to 
gorge themselves with food, then 
yell, chant or sing their hymns of 
sorrow until they fall asleep from 
exhaustion. The food is furnished 
by the family or clan of the de- 
ceased. All people are at liberty to 
partake of the feast. Food usually 
consists of pigs roasted whole, taro, 
breadfruit, baked bananas, fish, 
bread and perhaps keg beef bought 
from the traders’ store. 

The main objection les in the 
fact that a family which has been 
unfortunate to lose one of its mem- 
bers may be unduly impoverished 
in upholding the custom. This is 
especially so in the case of high 
chiefs whose’ family. connections 
combine several villages. The cost 
of the great amount of food some- 
times so impoverishes the entire 
community that it does not recover 
financial comfort for months. 


In Hands of Samoans. 


Gov. Bryan in closing the discus- 
sion of the resolution of abolition 
said: 

“The majority of the Samoan 
people are against the resolution, 
therefore it can not be made a law. 
It is a Samoan custom, and it is for 
the Samoans to change their cus- 
toms in accordance with their own 
desires.’”’ 

Gov. Bryan summarized the pol- 
icy of the administration for 1926 
as ‘‘Lesser taxation, improving of 
the school system, a progressive 
road-building program, better 
health facilities for the Samoan 
people and encouragement for a 
larger output of copra.’’ 

The chiefs expressed confidence 
in the naval administration and 
promised the loyal support of the 
Samoan people to any measure 
taken by the governor for the bet- 
terment of Samoa. 


Negro Hid Money in

The sheriff ran his 
hand between the feather bed and 
mattress and pulled out a pocket- 
book containing $71 and some pen- 
nies. The sum corresponded with 
the amount stolen from the post- 
office. Altas was brought to Eas- 
ton and held for Federal officers.

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FARMERS AND IN DUSTRIALS. 


A senator from a Western State re- 
cently undertook to compare the economic 
conditions of the farmers and the indus- 
trials of the country for the purpose of 
establishing the claim that legislation 
during the last fifty years has been large- 
ly for the benefit of industrials and sel- 
dom for the benefit of the farmers. 

This senator recited the decreasing 
net incomes and returns of farmers and 
the steadily increasing income and re- 
turns of industrialists, as proof of his 
claim. Summing up he said: 


While 60 per cent of the farmer’s in- 
come depends on world conditions of sup- 
ply, demand, and costs, which are out of 
his control, most of the elements entering 
into the expense of operating the farm; 
that is, the cost of agricultural production 
are determined by domestic conditions 
which place the costs for the farmer on a 
higher level of values than the world level 
of values which determines the bulk of the 
farmer’s income, Having to produce at a 
level of high cost, the farmer must meet 
competition which, producing at lower 
cost, limits the market for his surplus in 
accordance with the abundance or scarcity 
of world crops. 


This summing up of the case is far 
from accurate. While it is admitted that 
the farmer’s net income has declined, it 
can not be shown that the cause is politi- 
cal or legislative. On the contrary it is 
purely economic. 

How is it possible for 60 per cent of 
the farmer’s income to depend upon 
“world conditions’ when outside of 
wheat, cotton and perhaps rye, about 90 
per cent of the farmer’s products are 
sold in the American market under 
American conditions? The bulk of the 
farmer’s income depends upon Ameri- 
can conditions, not world conditions. 

It is true that, as a rule and regarding 
most commodities, the farmer’s cost of 
production is determined by domestic 
conditions. But the American farmer is 
not compelled to meet world competition 
on 90 per cent of his produce, but only 
on about 10 per cent of his products. 
The decline in net incomes of farmers 
has been due, not to legislation but to 
natural economic causes far beyond any 
act of Congress. 

In discussing prices and net profits, 
some spokesmen for agriculture forget 
that the decline in the purchasing power 
of the dollar, due to inflation, from which 
the country has not yet recovered, is an 
important factor. Farm values and 
profits, as well as industrial values and 
profits, were inflated between 1917 and 
1920. Prices in 1917 were extraordi- 
narily high, measured in inflated dollars. 
Is it fair to compare farm values and 
prices of 1917 with farm values and 
prices and profits of 1925? 

Industrial values and prices and 
profits in 1917 cannot fairly be compared 
with those in 1925. Agricultural eco- 


nomic conditions are governed by the. 


same rules as those governing indus- 
trials. The only controlling factors are 
supply and demand and currency infla- 
tion. Acts of Congress have had nothing 
to do with those conditions, except in so 
far as the acts of Congress influence the 
law of supply and demand and the re- 
tention of the gold standard in the valua- 


tion of money.

THE VIRGIN ISLANDS. 
The bill for the establishment of a 


» local government in the Virgin islands, 


purchased from Denmark, August 4, 
1916, is now before the House of Repe 
resentatives. In substance it provides 
for a governor appointed by the Presi- 
dent, with power to veto any legislation 
enacted, and responsible for the enforce- 
ment of all laws. | 

The governor will appoint four ex- 
ecutive heads of departments, who will 
perform such duties as the President 
may prescribe. These departments will

be: Attorney general, education, agricul- 
ture and public works and public health. 
The President is to appoint an auditor 
clothed with the usual duties of that 
office. 


There will be two municipalities, with | 


an elected council in each. 

The revenue is to be from direct taxes 
and customs. All articles coming into 
the United States from the islands are 
to be subject to the same duties as arti- 
cles coming from other countries, except 
that all articles of native growth or 
origin, containing not to exceed 20 per 
cent of foreign material, will enter the 
United States free of duty. The same 
provision applies to articles from the 
United States entering the islands.

PROVIDING FOR DISASTER. 

Much is made of the fact that the coun- 
cil of the league of nations has fixed 
May 17 as the date for the assembling of 
the preparatory conference on disarma- 
ment. This action is cited as proof of 
the vitality of the league of nations in 
spite of the well-nigh mortal blow it re- 
cently sustained at Geneva. The truth is, 
however, that the council has put the 
cart before the horse by calling the pre- 
on disarmament. 
Nothing but disappointment and dis- 
agreement can result from the confer- 
ence. It should not have been called until 
the league of nations had reconstructed 
its council, admitted Germany and based 
its future upon the solid ground of the 
equal rights of sovereign nations. 

So long as a few European powers ar- 
rogate to themselves the right to domi- 
nate a league of nations, claiming special 
powers, and then expect other nations to 
cooperate voluntarily with them and 
subordinate their own rights, nothing 
but failure and confusion may be ex- 
pected. World peace will never be at- 
tained by such methods. Brazil’s self-re- 
specting stand would be imitated by 
scores of other nations whenever neces- 
sary to maintain their rights. 

The council calls the preparatory dis- 


| 
armament conference at a time when 


Germany has been excluded from the 
league and remains in the status of a 
vanquished nation, permanently dis- 
armed and under the military scrutiny 
of her conquerors. Germany, if repre- 
sented in the preparatory conference, 
will demand that all other powers dis- 
arm themselves or permit her to rearm. 
They will not agree to either proposition. 
Germany must be accepted as an equal 
among the European powers or be ex- 
cluded from the league of nations. Until 
that question is settled, disarmament 
talk is not only vain but mischievous. 

France insists that naval and land dis- 
armament shall be considered together, 
as constituting inseparable factors of one 
problem. Great Britain and Japan insist 
that naval and land disarmament ques- 
tions shall be considered separately, Sind 
it is quite probable that this difference 
will create a deadlock at the beginning 
of the conference. 

Russia is to be invited to the confer- 
ence. If she accepts, who will take her 
word at face value? -Will the United 
States, which refuses to recognize the 
soviet government? A_ disarmament 
treaty signed jointly by the United 
States and soviet Russia would be a re- 
markable document, indeed. 

Germany’s war potency lies in a great 
man power and an industrial capacity 
which can be utilized for war purposes. 
France insists that disarmament shall 
be based upon consideration of these 
factors, and not merely upon the reduc- 
tion of armed forces. Who is to settle 
that dispute, and upon what theory will 
it be settled? Is France to be allowed 
armed forces larger than Germany’s, to 
offset Germany’s potential power, or is 
Germany to be dismantled industrially 
as the price of French demobilization ? 

A mere glance at the fundamental 
questions affecting disarmament reveals 
that the council of the league of nations 
has not taken a forward step by calling 
a preparatory conference. It is in re- 
ality raising irreconcilable differences 
between nations which, if let alone, would 
gradually reduce their armaments ac- 
cording to their ideas of economy as 
balanced with requirements of national 
defense. But if an international confer- 
ence should attempt to. assess the poten- 
tial war strength of each nation, which 
means an assessment of all its resources, 
its alliances, and its plans of self-preser- 
vation, a tempest of recriminations 
would probably sweep the conference 
into oblivion, and the nations would be 
less friendly than before. | 

The first duty of Europe is to shake 
off the fatal coils of the league of nations 
covenant and provide for the voluntary 
cooperation of European nations on the 
basis of equality. The idea of combining 


all the nations of the world into a league 
controlled by Europe should be aban- 
doned before it causes disaster.

He challenged the mightiest 
forces of selfishness and governmental 
greed and crushed them beneath his iron 
heel.

This was a mighty good example to 
set; and all American citizens love An- 
drew Jackson for it. It was the greatest 
act in Jackson’s administration.

pines (408,700 tons), Virgin islands 
(8,700 tons), and Cuba (2,900,000 tons). 

Last year the actual consumption of 
sugar by the American people was about 
107 pounds per capita. This figure sets 
a new high record of domestic consump- 
tion. 

The average price of granulated sugar 
in 1920 was about 10 cents per pound; in 
1925 it was about 5 cents per pound. The 
American people consumed about 1,100,- 
000 more tons in 1925 than in 1920; and 
paid on the average about 5 cents per 
pound less. 
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SECURING HISTORICAL TRUTH. 


The undertaking of the American His- 
torical association, under the chairman- 
ship of Hon. Albert J. Beveridge, to raise 
an endowment fund for the purpose of 
fostering and encouraging research work 
that will fill up serious gaps in the his- 
tory of the United States is to be highly 
commended. Every one knows that there 
are certain: phases of the revolutionary 
period, and even of periods much nearer 
to our own times, that await clarification 
and elucidation. The acrimonious and 
heated debates that have taken place in 
recent years regarding the brand. of 
history to be taught in the public schools, 
as well-as the varying estimates made 
from time to time of the character and 
achievements of some of our national 
heroes, render it in every way desirable 
that the past be correctly appraised, and 
that events and personalities be, as far as 
possible, subjected strictly to a standard 
norm of truth. 

There are in existence all sorts of 
papers, which shed a vivid light on his- 
torical happenings and the actors in 
them, but which are exposed to loss by 
fire, break-up of families, and other acci- 
dents. A general movement for the col- 
lection of such documents and the placing 
of them in safe keeping for the use of 
future historians should meet with a 
generous response. In this connection, 
one remembers with a shudder the fate 
which befell the valuable Cottonian 
manuscripts, of which one hundred and 
eleven were destroyed by burning before 
the remainder were committed to the 
custody of the British museum, where 
they have since been a treasury for 
students for more than 150 years. 

There “is ample room also for a 
thorough and calmly dispassionate an- 
alysis of the international contacts and 
relations of the United States, as there 
is for an unprejudiced investigation of 
the facts of immigration and of the racial 
elements that have gone to the make-up 
of the American nation.

Announcement is made by the chair- 

man of the Senate committee charged 
with the investigation of the tariff com- 
mission that Dr. F. W. Taussig, now of 
Harvard university, and the first chair- 
man of the commission when created in 
1916, will be the first witness to tell his 
story. : 
Dr. Taussig is a low tariff advocate, or 
what some persons call a “revenue tariff 
man.” They mean the same thing, be- 
cause they are characteristics of one who 
is opposed to a protective tariff. When 
appointed to the commission by Presi- 
dent Wilson, he was a writer on economic 
subjects and a. pronounced opponent of 
the protective tariff policy. 

Examination of the years during 

which Dr. Taussig presided over the com- 
mission discloses the fact that the work 
of the commission was confined largely 
to investigations of domestic industries 
and foreign competition in the domestic 
markets, together’ with commercial 
treaties. 
- Dr. Taussig held the view from the 
first that the erection of a tariff commis- 
sion was justified only on the ground that 
it would take the tariff out\of politics. In 
an address delivered before the Ameri- 
can Economic association in New York 
on December 29, 1925, he said: 


The expectation doubtless was in some 
respects Utopian. In the nature of things 
it is impossible that the settlement of a 
bitterly disputed question of public policy 
should be abnegated entirely by the voters 
and by Congress and left to the judgment 
of any set of commissioners, even the 
wisest and best reputed. 


Congress took the view that the only 


‘sort of practicable commission was a 


fact-finding commission. The commis- 
sion created was theoretically such an 
organization; but much of its work and 
many of its publications, necessarily, 


? 
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partook of a partisan hue, confirming Dr. 
Taussig’s opinion that it is impossible for 
a body of men to be nonpartisan on a 
political question. Despite the fact that 
careful provision was made to have the 
commission ‘“‘nonpartisan,”’ it proved to 
be otherwise, “in the nature of things,” 
to repeat the words of Dr. Taussig. 

In the address referred to, touching 
the flexible tariff of 1922, Dr. Taussig 
said: 

For myself, I had never dreamed that 


Congress could be induced thus to divest 
itself of its plenary authority. 


Touching the impossibility of attain- 
ing a state of absolute impartiality, he 
Says: 

It is not in human nature to be entirely 
uninfluenced by one’s own opinion on the 
desirability of a change upward or down- 
ward. 

Dr. Taussig’s conclusions appear to be 
summed up in this one sentence: 


If an administration represents a party 
pledged to a policy of high duties, it will 
want men on the board who will share its 
views and will make the right sort of 
choice in doubtful cases, and the other 
way if the administration leans to low or 
moderate duties. 

Then comes a surprising prediction 
from the first chairman of.,the commis- 
sion: 


This country seems likely to remain for 
a long time protectionist. 


These observations will throw some 
light on the forthcoming testimony of 
Dr. Taussig.

DEATH A “NEW ADVENTURE.” 
Sir Oliver Lodge is a noted scientist. 
He has published books on mechanics, 


electricity, and lightning conductors, and 
has contributed his own share to the 
discussion of the vexed question of the 
relations of science and religion. It is, 
however, as an advanced exponent of 
psychical research that, in these more 
recent years, he has come most promi- 
nently before the public. ‘In that role he 
naturally attracts widespread attention, 
for, while comparatively few are inter- 
ested in the theory of foot pounds and 
ohms and volts, nearly all of us have a 
consuming curiosity to know what be- 
comes of the spirit of man when we have 
shuffled off this mortal coil and gone, 
presumably, to that undiscovered coun- 
try from whose bourn no traveler re- 
turns. ; 

Sir Oliver Lodge, as a spiritualist 
leader, derides the notion of the extinc- 
tion of the soul. He even claims to have 
irrefragable proof of its continued exis- 
tencé, for he says he has frequent talks 
with the dead, and he naively adds, “You 
cannot doubt the existence of people to 
whom you talk.” Unfortunately for him, 


and for all who have attempted to lift the 
veil between life and death, the pro- 
nouncements from beyond have been so 
trivial as to carry no conviction of their 
inspiration to the average man or wome- 
an. The one grand exception would ap- 
pear to be the Witch of Endor: She lifted 
the veil to some purpose and, by calling 
up Samuel from the tomb, showed Saul 
his coming destruction. Nothing to equal 
that tour de force has ever been recorded 
as occurring in modern times. 

But if Sir Oliver Lodge has no worth- 
while message from the other worldly 
beings with whom he is so frequently in 
communication, he has at least a philos- 
ophy which, rightly understood, goes far 
to take the sting from death. Death, in 
his concept, is not a gloomy thing, but, 
on the contrary, is an exhilarating new 
adventure, for which we should be ready 
when it comes, and which we should wel- 
come and not dread. In an address de- 
livered a few days ago in London, -he 
endeavored to hearten his ‘hearers by 
telling them to regard the process of 
separation of soul from body with in- 
telligence and not with emotion, adding: 


We should look forward to death as an 
emigration which we do not fear, look 
forward to fresh conditions with interest, 
not with apprehension. 


The doctrine is a consoling one—for 
philosophers; but Gray touched a more 
human note when he asked: 


For who, to dumb Forgetfulness a prey, 
This pleasing, anxious being e’er resign'd, 
Left the warm precincts of the cheerful day, 
Nor cast one longing, ling’ring look be- 
hind? 


RIGHTS AND POWERS OF STATES. 


Besides being the most dashing cavalry 
leader of the ‘‘wet’’ forces in the lower house 
of the Federal Congress, Representative John 
Philip Hill, of Maryland, takes delight in 
study and is as versed in books as he is in 
bottles, observes the Chicago Daily News. He 
now comes forward to refute the heresy that 
proclaims the Republican party the champion 
of Federal centralization as opposed. to 
‘State’s rights.”’ 

The historic truth is that the Republican 
party at its origin denied to the several States 
no right whatsoever except the right to se- 
cede from the Union. It otherwise granted 
to the several States—in fact, insisted upon 
their taking—all the rights demanded by the 
philosophy of local State self-government. 

Mr. Hill points out that the Republican 
platform of 1860 contained these words: “The 
maintenance inviolate of the rights of the 
States, and especially the right of each State 
to order and control its own domestic institu- 
tions according to its own judgment exclusive- 
ly, is essential to that balance of power on 
which the perfection and endurance of our po- 
litical fabric depend.” 

Mr. Hill further points oul that Abraham 
Lincoln specifically and vigorously approved 
these words, saying: ‘‘Those who nominated 
and elected me did so with full knowledge that 
I had made many similar declarations and had 
never recanted them.”’ 

It is to be remembered accordingly that the 
doctrine of ‘‘State’s rights’’ is buttressed not 
only by the genius of Thomas Jefferson, but 
by the equal genius of the first Republican 
who occupied the presidential chair. Repube 
lican basic principles thus join with Demo- 
cratic basic principles to repudiate the cen- 
tralizing practices into which both parties to- 
day have fallen.

Light Wine and Beer Law Use- 
less, Writes Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, Since . Constitution 
Bars the Way—Repeal of 
Amendment Only Remedy 
for Wets—Beverage That !n- 
toxicates Only Infants flie- 
gal Under Court Rulings. 


To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 
I have been much interested end 


somewhat amused at the plebiscite 
you are taking of the sentiment in 
the District of Columbia respecting 
the modification of the Volstead 
pact. 

If I understand the canvass, if is 
‘for the purpose of modifying the 
‘Volstead law so as to permit the 
Bale of light wines and beer. As 
the vote stands in the District, as 
reported in your issue of March 17, 
St. Patrick’s day, 6,842 votes have 
been polled for light wines and beer 
and 856 dgainst. This makes a 
total poll of a little over 7,600 
votes. Ina population of 500,000, 
this is only a very small percentage 
of the total number, but that is not 
the point that I wish to make. 
What I would like to know is, do 
the people who vote for light wines 
and beer know what they are vot- 
ing for? We have an eighteenth 
amendment to our Constitution, 
which provides that intoxicating 
alcoholic beverages shall not be 
made or sold in the United States 
and authorizes Congress to make 
laws to that effect. It is a uniform 
rule of evidence that laws should 
be in harmony with the Constitu- 
tion of the United States for na- 
tional, and the constitution of the 
Federal States and the United 
States for State laws. The supreme 
authority to judge of the constitu- 
tionality of acts affecting the 
United States is the Supreme Court 
thereof. 

May I, as a presumable expert in 
such matters, call attention to what 
is meant by light wines and beer? 
I suppose there are such things as 
heavy wines and beer. As I under- 
stand heavy wines and beer, it 
means wines and beer which are 
made with high percentages of alco- 
hol. Light wines and beer are 
comparatively low in percentage. 
The average content of beer ranges 
from 2:75 per cent to 3. per cent 
of alcohol in Germany and 6 per 
cent or 7 per centin England. The 
average quality of beer made in 
this country before the Volstead 
act contained from 4 per cent to 5 
per cent alcohol by volume. 

In the case of wines the light 
wines are those that are made from 
the natural juice of the grape and 
the heavy wines from the natural 
juice of the grape to which addi- 
tional quantities of sugar were 
added. The light wines range in 
alcoholic content from about 9 per 
cent for the north Germar wines 
along the Rhine, and the Moselle, 
to 13 or 14 per cent for wines made 
in Italy, the south of France and 
Spain. Fortified wines——that is, to 
which additional quantities of sugar 
have been added may 
much as 18, 19 or even 20 per 
cent of alcohol. The question 
arises, therefore, are such products 
as light wines and beer in harmony 
with the constitutional amendment? 
If not, any modification by act of 
Congress admitting them to manu- 
facture and sale would be held un- 
constitutional by the Supreme 
Court. Even if we could anticipate 
favorable action in the Congress 
which, under its present composi- 
tion is not possible, and if we could 
foresee that a congressional act au- 
thorizing light wines and _. beer 


o 


should be signed by the President | 


of the United States, 
a doubtful question, then we would 
still be in the position of having 
approved an unconstitutional law; 
and, in my opinion, there would be 
no question but that such a law 
would be ruled as not in harmony 
with the provisions of our Constitu- 
tion. We would therefore have our 
trouble for our pains. 

It seems to me, the proper way 
to go about this is to repeal the 
amendment, for as long as it stands 
it would be impossible to secure 
light wines and beer constitution- 
ally. If the sentiment of our people 
is so overwhelmingly in favor of 
light wines and beer, as your poll 
wou!d indicate, there should be no 
difficulty whatever in securing 
favorable action by three-fourths of 
the States in favor of this repeal. 
My proposal, therefore, is not to 
waste time and energy in these use- 
less polls, but to go at the root of 
the matter and repeal the _ eigh- 
teenth amendment. This seems to 
be the only possible means of 
securing what our people evidently 
want, assuming that the poll is the 
correct representation of popular 
sentiment. 

I was one of the witnesses in 
the celebrated trial of Representa- 
tive Hill at Baltimore about a year 
ago. I have a high personal ré- 
gard for Mr. Hil). He was district 
attorney in the Baltimore district 
at the time when I attempted to 
enforce the pure food and drugs 
act. He gave me most valuable

help and assistance in my efforts: 


I esteem him highly as a personal 
friend and as one who was en- 
thusiastical!y in favor of the strict 
enforcement of the food and drugs 
act. I wish Mr. Hill would be like- 
wise enthusiastic in the enforce- 
ment of the existing laws. He was 
anxious to have a ruling from the 
prohibition unit in regard to the 
legality of making, not beer, but 
cider, and also wine. The evidence 
showed that the wine he made con- 
tained about 11 per cent of alcohol. 
It was therefore a light wine. The

cider contained some 4 per cent naa) Ahkominable Mistake Made in 


& per cent of alcohol and was un- 
doubtedly a light cider. Three wit- 
nesses, of which I was one, testi- 
fied to the effect that these articles 
were, in fact, intoxicating. The 
other two witnesses were Dr. How- 
ard Kelly, celebrated physician and 
humanitarian of Baltiwiore, and 
vrof. William B. Alwood of Vir- 
etnia, who was oenological chemist 
for the bureau of chemistry § for 
many years and who has more ac- 
curate knowledge of wine and cider 


making than any otheft expert in 
the United States. 

The testimony of the three of 
us was highly concordant that these 
articles were in themselves intoxi- 
cating and therefore il'egal. Mr. 
Hill gave a house party and served 
these light wines and cider to his 
friends, all who chose to come. His 
witnesses were all those who ac- 
cepted his invitation. There were 
about eight or ten altogether. They 
testified that they had drunk these 
light wines and cider and had not 
been intoxicated. On cross-exam- 
ination, every one confessed that he 
had been and was still an habitual 
drinker. Naturally, they were im- 
mune to alcohol. As was not un- 
expected, the jury in Baltimore, 
probably all wet, brought in a,ver- 
dict of not guilty, and so far as 
the court in Baltimore was con- 
cerned, Mr. Hill had not violated 
the Volstead act. I fear, however, 
that if such a case as this should 
ever reach the Supreme Court, the 
verdict would not be so favorable 
to light wine and: beer. The Su- 
preme Court has ruled on this ques- 
tion indirectly in the celebrated case 
cf the government against bleached 
flour, as follows: 

“It is not required that the 
article of food containing added 
poisonous or other added deleter- 
ious ingredients must affect the 
public health, and it is not incum- 
bent upon the government, ia 
order to make out a case, to estab- 
lish that fact. The act has placed 
upon the government the burden 
of establishing, in order to secure 
a verdict of condemnation under 
this statute, that the added poison- 
ous or deleterious substances must 
be such. as may render such article 
injurious to health. The word 
‘may’ is here used in its ordinary 
and usual signification, there. be- 
ing nothing to show the intention 
of Congress to affix to it any other 
meaning. It is, says Webster, ‘an 
auxiliary verb, qualifying the 
meaning of another verb by ex- 
pressing ability * * * contin- 
gency or liability, or possibility 
or  probability.”’ In thus de- 
scribing the offense Congress 
doubtless took into consideration 
that flour may be used in many 
ways—in bread, cake, gravy, broth, 
ete. It may be consumed when 
prepared as a food, by the strong 
and the weak, the old and the 
young, the well and the sick; and it 
is intended that if any flour, be- 
cause of any added poisonous or 
other deleterious ingredient, may’ 
possibly injure the health of any 
of these, it shall come within the 
ban of the statute.”’ 

You will see by this that the 
Supreme Court has finally settled 
the mafgter that intoxication shall 
be defined in terms of the least 
resistant person to alcoholic poison- 
ing. If it intoxicates a child, an 
invalid or one peculiarly sensitive 
to alcohol, then it is an intoxicat- 
ing substance. It is not necessary 
to show that it will intoxicate a man 
who all his life has been a drinker.

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Adoption of Prohibition

To the Editor of The Post-—Sir: 
Despots at heart, and some others 
who sneer at our republican form 
of government, and who, at the 
same time, pose as crusaders in a 
‘‘good” cause, can be expected to 
proclaim that your wine and beer 
poll, showing an overwhelming vote 
against prohibition, is ‘‘silly.’’

Wine, by putting iron in the blood, 
is undeniably useful in the build- 
ing up of strong men and women, 
While beer is, and always will be, 
one of the most health-giving bev- 
erages. 

There is no necessity for the 
saloon, as pure wine and beer could 
be sold over the grocery counters, 
as other food products are. Pure 
whisky, brandy and rum should be 
available, not for drinking, but for 
medicinal and cooking purposes.

Sweezy, for clearing the Bois de 
Cuisy which belongs to another 
gallant officer, Col. Daniel D. Pul- 
len, tank corps (deceased): “In the 
early afternoon the advance of the 
314th infantry had passed the front 
of the 313th and was threatening 
the enemy’s flank in the Bois de 
Cuisy. The light tanks having op- 
portunely arrived, Col. Sweezey or- 
ganized another attack, using the 
tanks and a supporting machine 
gun barrage. This attack was 
launched about 2 p. m. and eventu- 
ally drove the Germans from the 
wood after severe fighting.’’ 

The facts were as follows: 

Army order of battle directed 
that the tanks would follow the in- 
fantry on the 26th of September, 
1918, and take up a position of 
readiness in the woods to the south 
of Montfaucon, whence on the 27th, 
when the infantry had gained Mont- 
faucon and reached ground suit- 
able for the operation of tanks, 
they would lead the’ attack. I sent 
my chief of staff, Col. Pullen as 
tank officer to the Fifth corps and 
directed that he see that the tank 
brigade (French) carried out its 
order. About noon on the 26th the 
advance of the infantry was held 
up by heavy machine gun fire from 
the Bois de Cuisy. Col. Pullen 
urged the French tank commander 
to clear the woods. He replied that 
he could not attack without orders 
from the corps or division comman- 
der. Col. Pullen then asked a tank 
captain if none of them would vol- 
unteer. The French captain ordered 
eight of his tanks to follow him. 
Accompanied by Col. Pullen they 
cleared the woods. 

The award of the distinguished 
service cross to Col. Pullen reads 
as follows: ‘‘For extraordinary he- 
roism in action in the Bois de Cuisy, 
France, September 26, 1918. Col. 
Pullen displayed conspicuous gal- 
lantry and leadership in directing a 
tank attack on the Bois de Cuisy, 
after- which he rallied a force of 
disorganized infantry, lpading it 
forward in the face of violent ma- 
chine gun fire and occupying the 
ground which had been taken by the 
tanks.’’

In view of the fact that 92 per 
cent of all those who work in gain- | 
ful occupations in this country earn | 
their living by laboring with their | 
hands, if more of the boys and girls 
would become interested in part- 
time education, where they go to) 
school part of the time and work 
part of the time, or if those who 


evening classes to prepare them- 
selves for the calling they have se- 
lected as their life work, many of 
these boys and girls could be Kept 
intechool longer and when they fin- 
ish chool would be prepared to do 
something worth while. This would 
greatly reduce .the. alarming num- 
bers that go to prisons, jails, re- 
formatories and other penal and 
charitable institutions. 

It is quite natural when 92 per 
cent of those who work in gainful 
occupations labor with their hands 
that many become tired of the 
schoolroom and want to quit, so 
that they can earn money for them- 
selves, and oftentimes for the fam- 
ily, which needs the income from 
those boys and girls.

ASHINGTON society joins the nation 

in heartfelt sympathy for the bereaved 
President and Mrs. Coolidge and the wave of 
sorrow which swept over the Capital at the 
news of the death of the venerable man who 
attained the proud state of being father to a 
President proved anew that ‘fone touch of 
nature makes the world kin.’’ 

While not a frequent visitor to Washington 
during his three trips, Col. John C. Coolidge 
had endeared himself to all who came in 
contact with him by the°sturdy integrity of 
his spirit and his quiet but deep pride in his 
famous’ son. Events happen’ with such 
kaleidoscopic rapidity in Washington that it 
seems but yesterday when the happy. Vermont 
facher sat in the reserved gallery of the Sen- 
ate to see his son sworn as Vice President. 
A few years passed and then Col. Coolidge 
came again to Washington on March 4, 19209, 
to see the same son inaugurated as President 
of the United States. That was his last visit. 

The bond of affection between the Presi- 
dent and his father is said to have been a 
very close one. Their taciturn natures bore 
nuch resemblance to each other, and it is 
said that Col. Coolidge has been one of his 
most valued advisers throughout the Presi- 
dent’s career. 

The death of Col. Coolidge ends all social 
plans for the White House, for the present at 
least. Just what period of official mourning 
will be observed is not yet known. This is 
the second death in the Coolidge family since 
they entered the White House, the first hav- 
ing been that of Calvin Coolidge, jr., younger 
son of the President and Mrs. Coolidge. 

Out of respect to Col. Coolidge’s memory 
several social events were postponed until 
after the funeral, and the Senate adjourned 
as a tribute to the President’s father.

IS 20,000 BARREL TANKER 


San Francisco, March 20 (By A. 
P.).—Alluded to as ‘‘it’ by seafar- 
ing men rather than ‘‘she,”’ as is he- 
fitting any worthy seagoing craft of 
steel or wood, the concrete ship Mc- 
Kittrick is doing daily duty in the 
bay of San Francisco that belies the 
derision of shipping circles. Al- 
though the war was over before the 
McKittrick took the ways—under 
the coldly official designation of 
Concrete Tanker No. 1—the ship 
Was nevertheless a creature of the 
great conflict.

It has never lost time 
because of storm or needed repairs 
and, although capable of only 
eight knots an hour, it plods its 
way across and around the bay, 
day after day, transporting 20,000 
barrels of oil at a time.

Zeh said. ‘‘There is no longer any 
need for them, but this one is far 
from being the ‘dud’ it has been 
called.’’

Great Gallery Was Dug by, 
Pennsylvania Miners in 
Thirty Days. 


Petersburg, Va., March 20 (By A. 
P.).—One of the greatest pieces of 
battlefield engineering of the civil 
war has been brought to light with 
the reopening of the main tunnel by 
which the famous mine under the 
Confederate works near Petersburg 
was Placed. Explosion of the mine 
caused the ‘‘battle of the crater” to 
go down in history as the most 
tragic of that war. 

Much of its timber still sound, 
the tunnel is declared to be a model 
of shoring.

More and more we are coming to 
realize that a few interesting pic- 
tures in just the right settings are 
far more effective than the walls 
of olden days, cluttered up as they 
were with family portraits, land- 
scapes, French prints and etchings, 
all jumbled together without any 
regard for effect or suitability. 


Of all pictures portraits are the 
most decorative and when properly 
framed and hung agdinst gray- 
green or soft fawn colored paneled 
or painted walls add a note of dis- 
tinction to an interior that no other 
type of picture achieves. Sufficient 
space must be given each canvas, 
and pictures of this sort should be 
hung a little above the level of the 
eye, if possible over a mantel. 

Etchings, water colors, drawings, 
engravings or old color prints are 
charming and in good taste in many 


types of rooms. Consider the space 
to be occupied and plan the subject, 
size and color accordingly. 

Only small drawings, etchings, 
flower prints or water colors 
framed in harmony should ever be 
hung in groups, and a clever ar- 
rangement of pictures of this kind 
is an achievement. Colorful prints 
of the Italian or French school 
which do not require much scrutiny 
may be hung in a hall, but draw- 
ings which need closer study can 
be placed with good effect on a low 
bookcase or table.

MOUNTAINS YIELD WEALTH 


Alpine, Tex., March 20 (By A. P.). 
the rugged moun- 
tains of southwest Texas, stolid In- 
dians today are mining for its treas- 
ure of quick silver the blood-red 
ore their forefathers used as war 
paint. : 

The miners are Indians and Mex- 
are silent as the tomb. Far _ be- 
neath the surface, they spend their 
waking hours taking from the hills 
a heritage which civilization dis- 
covered and claims as its own. 

Tarlinque and Waldron, 90 miles 
from a railroad, are the center of a 
district where the expected opening 
of a new mine may giye Texas first 
rank in the United States’ produc- 
tion of quick silver. The State now 
ranks second. 

For 30 years, hardy men have 
been undermining the mountains for 
the cinnabar ore from which mer- 
cury is extracted. One company has 
produced $10,000,000 . worth of 
shimmering metal during the last 
quarter of a century. 

The minres are Indians and Mex- 
icans and the villages are of adobe 
huts. During the day, while the 
men are in the ground, the women 
remain in the houses and the silence 
is rarely broken. The streets be- 
tween the rows of squat dwelling: 
are deserted except for the occa- 
sional appearance of an Indian wom- 
an, carrying water in two rawhide 
bags suspended from a pole across 
her shoulder, in primitive fashion. 

One of the mines contains an im-

C. F. Ruggles Founded ond 


Financed American Judi- 
cature Society. 


Chicago, March 20 (By A. P.).— 
A Chief Justice of the United States 
. has written thanking a layman, un- 
lettered in the law and unknown to 
many lawyers, for his service to the 
courts. 

The letter, made public recently, 
was from William Howard Taft to 
Charles F. Ruggles, Manistee, 
Mich., timber and salt king, with 
large interests on the Pacific coast. 
The Chief Justice congratulated 
Mr. Ruggles on having made possi- 
ble the application of business prin- 
ciples to courts. 


Mr. Ruggles also was lauded by | 
of the | 


Chief Justice Harry Olson 
Chicago municipal court, who said 
“no individual has contributed 
more to a court reform in the last 
50 years than Mr. Rugegles.”’ 


Also From Elihu Root. 


Judge Olson had received a letter 
trom Elihu Root ‘similar to that 
from Chief Justice Taft, which he 
forwarded to Mr. Ruggles. Ap- 
pended was a declaration by offi- 
cers and directors of the American 
Judicature society, of which Judge 
Olson is chairman, which disclosed 
additionally that Mr. Ruggles 
founded the _ society and has fi- 
nanced it since its inception § in 
1912. 

Mr. Ruggles’ chief purpose in 
sponsoring the society was to elim- 
inate the delays of the law. 

“In maintaining the equality 
between the rich and. the poor in 
the court,’’ said the Taft letter in 
part, ‘“‘the greatest difficulty is the 
delay. <A rich man can stand the 
delay and profits by it, but the poor 
man always suffers . 

A judicial force of judges ought 
to be under the executive direction 
of somebody, so that the number of 
judges needed to meet the arrears 
of business at a particular place 
should be under the control of one 
who knows what the need is. They 
have worked out this plan in the 
city of Chicago, where Chief Justice 
Alson, 
nicipal court, assigns the judges of 
that court to the work that is most 
pressing. In other words, we ought 
to apply business principles to the 
use of our judicial force. 

“Tt is along: these lines, as Il 
understand, that the American Ju- 
dicature society is working, and I 
write to felicitate you on your hayv- 
ing made this possible. You could 
do no more important work for the 
body social and politic than this. As 
one in the community I write to 
thank you.”’ 


Model for Research, Says Root. 


Besides doing directly many ad- 
mirable things, wrote Elihu Root, 
the Judicature society has served as 
a model for a vast amount of re- 
search. 

In 1912 Mr. Ruggles employed a 
Manistee editor, Herbert Harley, to 
investigate the courts of the coun- 
try. Through Mr. Harley he dis- 
covered in Judge Olson a_ judge 
who kept books on his court. Im- 
pressed by the Chicago system of 
records, audits, organization and 
procedure, he organized the Amer- 
ican Judicature society and asked 
Judge Olson to head it. Mr. Har- 
ley remained in Chicago as secre- 
tary of the society. 

Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago, 
has agreed to finance the Judica- 
ture society when Mr. Ruggles’ ap- 
propriation shall have been eéx- 
hausted. 


« Meat-Eating in U.S. 
Greatest in 1925 


Chicago, March 20 (By A. P.).— 
The average consumption of meat 
in the United States was greater 
5 than in any year since Fed- 
eral meat inspection was instituted 
in 1907, says the report of the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat board. 

The use of pork declined from 
past years, probably due to higher 
prices incident to the 20 per cent 
decrease in hog receipts at central 
markets; but veal, beef and mutton 
all increased. 

The average person in the United 
States last year consumed 1654.3 
pounds of meat, the report shows. 
This was 4 pounds greater than 
the average consumption for the last 
eighteen years. 


Prisoners 1n China 


Now Allowed Baths 


Peking, March 20 (By A, P.).— 
~One of the immediate results of 
the presence in Peking of the inter- 
national commission charged with 
inquiry into China’s preparedness 
for abolition of extraterritoriality 
‘was a new instruction by the min- 
ister of justice that prisoners in 
- Chinese jails be afforded regular 
baths. They also must have their 
hair trimmed and keep their cloth- 
ing clean. This order followed one 
that the jails must be renovated. 

- Under the new regulations the old 

system of putting heavy chains on 
the more desperate criminals was 
altered so that a single shackle was 
employed. Prisoners are given two 
meals a day.

Which takes the curse off any attempt at opera, and that Kugel. the 
critic, in referring to ‘Lysistrata’ as not being drama meant drama in 


terms of the modern realistic theater.

O far as stage setting is concerned, the version of ‘‘Lysistrata’’ to be 
S brought here by the Musical Studio will have something to make 
the commentators sit up and take notice.

Whether or not the movies have gone forward in this commodity during 
the past year is a matter for the learned to discuss, but certain it is| 
they have not gone down hill. With every house catering to a clientele | 
of mixed tastes, there has been an unusually diversified and entertaining | 
flow of cinema efforts during the last year. Some of them, of course, are | 
an insult to our intelligence—-others are foisted upon us without rhyme | 
or reason—pbut for the most part we have no kick coming as to the en- | 
tertainment quality of our average offerings. And, after all, isn’t it the 
mission of the cinema to entertain rather than to go in for the business 
of being a fine art? We don’t have to whoop-up a picture to get a kick 
out of it—all stories written for the movies are not from the pen of| 
Elinor Glyn (Deo gratias), and there are still some scenarios exploited 
which do not deal with the hackneyed theme of divorce where the pure, 
sweet woman is, eternally, the goat. 

The educational possibility of the movie has been scarcely exploited, 
if at all. The vaiue of the cinema in this field is inestimable along cer- | 
tain lines. Average audiences don’t go in for education and pictures | 
together—-and many folks leave the theater before the newsreel 
shown, Which sometimes is much better than the headline attraction. 
Pathe, Fox and International News are about the only real educational 
agents employed in the palaces of the newer art. Burton Holmes and 
E. M. Newman hold forth to the more sophisticated at decent intervals— 
the Y wie university series of historical films was one of the outstanding 
accomplishments of last season—-but if the average variety program of 
the popular house is used as a criterion in basing the advance of the 
movie along educational] lines during the last year, we'd do much better 
by perusing the handy edition of Webster under the letter E. 

Not being a moral expert like Mr. Curran, Earl Carroll or the immi- 
gration authorities, I speak with faint misgivings on the moral value of 
the movie. There may be a moral value in photoplay offerings—there 
certainly is—most of them have a happy ending, wherein the villain is 
executed and the little girl who ran away with the vaudeville trooper 
comes back to the old homestead, where all is forgiven. Truly, we see 
very few pictures wherein the moral element is not stressed—-why even 
the blood-and-thunder outrages offered by our Jack Hoxie-Big Boy 
Williams houses provide a fitting denouement for the low-caste Mexican 
who became too familiar with the virtuous school ma’am of Las Vegas, 
N. Mex. Very few producers have had the temerity to produce a produc- 
tion that did not keep in step—the bored of censors are too watchful. | 
believe that Eugene O’Neill’s “Anna Christie’ was given a sugar coating 
for cinema purposes. It may not be the fault of the producé¥s that the 
acreen product of the Nation is so sweet and simple—it may be that such 
men as Von Stroheim and Lubitsch have broached their several desires to 
produce real, vibrant dramas that have won laurels before the foot- 
lights, but what’s the use when just around the corner there’s a kill-joy 
with a hooked nose and a pair of shears? 

There is the last question in the letter yet to be answered, and it in 
quires: ‘‘Has advertising been more truthful and in better taste?’’ No! 

Uver since the movies first started to ballyhoo their wares in so many 
agate lines, there has been a constant stream of superlatives and super- 
superlatives issuing from their several publicity departments, and herein 
lies the greatest fault of the movie. Why doesn’t the cinema trade adopt 
the slogan of the Better Business Bureau and go in for ‘‘Truth in Adver- 
tising?”’ The public realizes that fully 90 per cent of the stuff printed 
in the usual movie ad can be divided by ten. Why do apparently sane 
press agents sing the glories of their wares in the self-same adjectives 
over and over again? We see lines of type praising the merits of such 
excellentes as Adolphe Menjou in terms worthy of better usage. The 
public doesn’t give the proverbial three hurrahs how good the press 
agent says the picture is. The public has become accustomed to “The 
Greatest Movie of Our Time” and like sewage. Only seeing is believing. 
Whether praise is sung in 12-point italic, or 64-point bold face, or not 
sung at all, you’ll find the colonel’s lady and Judy O’Grady still content 
to stand in line for three hours to see Tom Meighan do another “old 
home town” type picture. 

And so the movies flow along at the same general level. There have 
Deen great strides made since the ol4 Lupin and bilograph days, and 
more, perhaps, will follow.

Mme. Atomi, j apan’s 
Noted Educator, Dies 


Tokyo, March 20 (By A. P.).— 
Mme. Kakei Atomi, one of Japan’s 
most noted woman educators, is 
dead. She was the founder of 
Atomi Girls’ Higher school and had 
devoted her life to educating Ja- 
pan’s young women. She was one 
of a few Japanese women who have 
received imperial decoration Her 
Imperial Highness Princess Kan-in 
and numerous other roval ladies 
were among her pupils.

Reserve Fund Exhausted, 


The reserve fund for army sub- 
sistence is now practically eXx- 
hausted from the sum of $190,000, 
000 that was accumulated after 
the world war. This has been ex- 
pended in eking out inadequate 
funds until now there is a certainty 
of a deficiency for 1927, and it be- 
comes necessary to increase the ap- 
| propriation for subsistence, prob- 
‘ably, for the next fiscal year, since 
it is quite evident that the budget 
‘estimate will not suffice. Escape 
i\from this predicament is possible 
only through a drop in the price of 
the articles that enter into the army 
ration. The existing situation is ag- 
gravated by the fact that the pur- 
chase of ration components have 
been reduced to a retail basis and 
the consequent loss of advantageous 
prices that are obtainable when pur- 
chases may be made in large quan- 
tities.

HE provisional battalion of the 
316th under Maj. Parkin, mov-

des Ogons to its northern edge. In this 
advance Capt. Alan W. Lukens was 
killed. Had there been any fresh troops 
to support Maj. Parkin, the position 
reached by him, the most advanced of 
any element of the division, would have 
been invaluable in outflanking the Bois 
des Ogons. Maj. Parkin held his ad- 
vanced position until 9 p. m. when 
orders for his withdrawal to the holding 
line finally reached him. Under cover 
of darkness he succeeded in bringing 
back to safety his gallant little band of 
160 men.

the worn and exhausted men of the 
Seventy-ninth were assembled in the 
wooded areas about Jouey-en-Argonne 
and given a chance to rest and recuper- 
ate. But the rest was not for long as 
march orders were received directing 
the division to start the night of Oc- 
tober 3-4 to the relief of the Twenty- 
sixth division in the Troyon sector, just 
south of St. Mihiel. While en route to 
the new sector, division headquarters 
were established for three days in the 
attractive chateau of Thillanbois, 9 kil- 
ometers west of the Meuse. The beau- 
tiful tapestries, art objects and carved 
four-poster beds were in strange con- 
trast with the miserable German dug- 
outs so recently occupied. 

While holding the Troyon sector the 
troops for two weeks enjoyed compara- 
tive rest and comforts and gradually re- 
cuperated from their Montfaucon ex- 
periences. Here also the division re- 
ceived its first replacements, 2,200 men 
from far Western States. They were 
quite untrained, some of them claiming 
never to have fired a rifle. As they had 
contracted cases of measles, influenza 
and spinal meningitis, they, had to be 
placed in an isolation camp and were not

the hills, 18 kilometers north of the 
city. Should they be driven from these 
hills the way was open for an advance 
against Metz or against Stenay, either 
of which would endanger their im- 
portant railway from Metz via Mont- 
medy to Sedan.

units of the 79th had occurred since the 
Montfaucon operations.

On the right of the 315th withdrew to

Benjamin Bullock, third battallion ad- 
jutant, were killed by a single shell. So 
general was the shelling that the 314th, 
which was in support of the 315th also 
came in for a fair toll of casualties. 
Maj. Alfred R. Allen, first battalion, 
Lieut. B. C. Smith, of the medical de- 
tachment, and Lieut. E. T. Van Dusen, 
of the machine gun company, were 
killed by shell fire late in the day. I 
keenly deplored the death of Maj. Allen, 
a man of fine and noble character, who, 
although a surgeon of distinction in 
Philadelphia, had elected to serve his 
country in a combat branch of the army. 
The violent reaction of the enemy ar- 
tillery on the 29th was not confined to 
the front areas alone. With great fre- 
quency shells fell on the south slope of 
Montfaucon, behind the Tuilerie wood 
and as far back as Malancourt, seeking 
likely targets. At S y. m., tne 316th 
field hospital, which had been opened 
that morning near Fayel farm, was 
heavily shelled, receiving no less than 
eight direct hits. This shameless act 
caused the death of 21 men and neces- 
sitated the evacuation of the many 
wounded under trying and difficult cir- 
cumstances. It is believed that the 
shelling of the hospital, which was 
plainly marked by a red cross, was di- 
rected by a German aviator who was 
circling overhead at the time.

URING the night of Sepvtemhber 29- 
80 welcome orders were received 


from corps directing the relief of the 
Seventy-ninth division by the Third di- 
vision. At 2 a. m., September 30, Gen. 
Beaumont B. Buck, commanding the lat- 
ter, reached my dugout where plans for 
the relief were discussed and arranged 
for. By evening of the 30th the relief 
had been effected, save only the 304th 
engineers, which was attached to the 
Third division and held a week longer in 
the Montfaucon sector.

ITH a view to more fully develop- 

ing the enemy’s strength and in- 
tentions, it was ordered that strong 
reconnaissance patrols be sent forward 
on November 3 by the 158th brigade. 
This duty was assigned to the 316th in- 
fantry, which organized three patrols, 
each consisting of two platoons of in- 
fantry with a section of machine guns. 
Each patrol was supported by one pla- 
toon of infantry with a one-pounder gun. 
After 30 minutes’ artillery preparation, 
all three patrols moved out at 6 a. m., 
November 38, following prescribed lines 
of advance. The right patrol, moving 
in a northeasterly direction, ran into a 
dense tangle of underbrush and was 
forced to withdraw after heavy casual- 
ties. The central patrol, under Lieut. H. 
5. Gabriel, moved into the woods east of 
Hill 278, encountering heavy machine 
gun resistance, but captured a number 
of prisoners and destroved six machine 
gun nests. Lieut. R. E. Peterson, sec- 
ond in command, was killed in the ad- 
vance. The left patrol, under Capt. F. 
D. Johnson and Lieut. I. D. Lady, moved 
straight north against Hill 378. Both 
officers were killed early in the advance, 
the command devolving upon Lieut. H. 
B. Alston, of the 312th machine gun 
battalion. Under the latter’s leadership, 
aided by the fine work of a number of 
platoon sergeants, the patrol fought its 
way to the foot of Hill 378, capturing 
eleven machine guns and taking a num- 
ber of prisoners. Although costly, these 
reconnaissances fully accomplished their

try and Col. W. C. Rogers the 313th in- 
fantry during the temporary absence of 
Col. Sweezey.

During the first three days in our new 
position the infantry improved its de- 
fenses and perfected its communications 
under a steady fire of the Germany ar- 
tillery.

Visitors to the Paris Underworld After a Hair- 

Raising Experience at the Hands of. _.-«% 
Fifi, the Strangler = 
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Fifi, the proprietress of the “Skeleton-in-the-Sewer,” as she 
looked in the days when she won the gruesome title of “The 


Strangler.”

PARIS. 
INCE my visit to the ‘‘Assassins’ Bar’’ 
in the old Butte Montmartre, which I 
recently described in these pages, | 
have been to several more places of similar 
repute, notably the ‘‘Skeleton-in-the-Sewer.”’ 

Before I describe my hair-raising experi- 
ences in this dive and my thrilling adventure 
with Fifi-the-Strangler, I must, as a con- 
scientious observer and in justice to all con- 
cerned, venture the statement that there are 
three kinds of Montmartre in Paris, each to- 
tally different from the other. 

First there is the Montmartre of daytime, 
that is the quarter from the foot of the Rue 
Pigalle to the top of the hill between the 
bours of seven in the morning and seven in 
the evening. During that time the quarter 
is truly and typically French, with all the 
bustle and oldtime atmosphere that made the 
“classic abode of artists’? famous the world 
over. 

Another Montmartre occupies exactly the 
sante area, but exists only atnight. It is the 
most un-French place in the world and re- 
sembles a modern Babylon more than any 
quarter in Paris. Decrepit old structures 
which in the daytime look like tumbling 
dwellings unsafe for human habitation are 
then suddenly revealed, or rather more ef- 
fectively hidden, behind blazing electric signs 
and transformed into champagne palaces 
where foreign visitors of every nationality 
are entertained and relieved of their money. 
Those are the places that give tourists “an 
idea of Paris.’’ 

Before going to the ‘“Skeleton~-in-the- 
Sewer,” which is situated in what might be 
called the third Montmartre, that is away 
back of the old Butte, I asked a friend to ac- 
company me into one of thése champagne 
palaces. We found that the proprietor was 
a Greek, the dance orchestra Itallan, the per- 
formers and singers Russian, the waiters 
Swiss and the guests mostly Americans, Eng- 
lish or of Spanish tongue. The only French 
thing about the place was the champagne 
and the doorman. 


In one of my next accounts of the Paris 
underworld I will tell the reasons why visitors 
are glad to pay 200 frances for a bottle of 
wine that is sold in any restaurant in Paris 
for not more than 50 francs, the actual value 
being from 18 to 25 frances as sold by the 
manufacturer in Rheims or other famous 
champagne merchants, 

Our main objective on the ‘night of which 
I am speaking lay in the direction of the 
“Skeleton-in-the-Sewer,” so named ‘because 
within its damp walls one can hear the rush- 
ing and gurgling of nauseous sewer streams, 
the same black waters into which the old- 
type apaches used to dump their victims to 
be eaten alive by monstrous sewer rats. 

It is said that Fili-the-Strangler, present 
owner. of the place, once discovered a skele- 
ton in her cellar and that the police identified 
it from a gold chain around the neck and a 
little Holy Virgin medal as that of a young 
man who had mysteriously disappeared only 
six days before the skeleton was found. It 
was explained that the man had been robbed, 
then thrown into the sewer, but had managed 
to crawl through a fissure into the cellar 
where the rats devoured him. 

Fifi got her sobriquet 40 years ago when 
she was one of the girls that frequented the 
place. She told us she was proud of it. She 
is now the proprietress. 

“Whenever a man seemed a little slow in 
paying for what he got,” she explained, ‘I 
used to simply put my hands around his neck 
and gently squeeze him until my good apache 
friends had collected from his pockets what 
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ide

It was 4 o’clock in the morning 
when we entered the place in the 
company of a former ‘‘policier’’ 
who seemed on excellent terms 
with the proprietress and. her 
staff. . 

Seen from the little crooked 
street in the neighborhood of the 
Sacre Coeur the house looked like 
any other house in the old Butte Montmartre. 
But we did not lose much time in contem- 
plation. It was too cold and too wet to stay 
out. 

We had to go down seven flights of stairs, 
crumbling and tortuous old steps they were, 
to get into the “‘cabaret’”’ proper. There we 
were greeted by Fifi-the-Strangler. She came 
toward us with open hands. They were for- 
midable hands that glittered with diamonds 
of every size and luster. Her face was fat 
and yet all wrinkles. An antediluvian toad 
might have looked like that. She smiled as 
she scrutinized us from head to foot. 

“Du champagne pour ees messieurs (some 
champagne for these gentlemen)’ she or- 
dered without waiting for our decision in the 
matter. 

We sat dgwn at a marble table and tried 
to see who else was in the dingy room. But 


it was some time before we could see that: 


there were only seven or eight other persons 
in the badly lighted place. The only ventila- 


tion came jn through what looked like a 


huge steamship 
ventilator in 
one corner. 

Fifi sat right 
down with us 
and agrked us 
what we pre- 
ferred to eat;

“This marble table you are eating on,” she 
continued, ‘‘was used in the old morgue back 
of Notre Dame.

“That slab over there where the three 
ladies and that big man are eating came 
from the Vilette morgue and must have held 
over 800 bodies in the ten years before the 
morgue burned down.”’ 

We were duly impressed, of course, and 
ordered another bottle of champagne. 

After several more bottles, the contents of 
which were spilled for the most part into a 
handy basig_on the floor near Fifi’s feet, we 
noticed the rest of the company entering a 
door that was marked with a sign reading: 

‘Pour messieurs seulus’’——For gentlemen 
only. 

We wanhted to follow, but Fifi said our turn

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_ HOUSEWORK AS EXERCISE > 
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By Dr. LILLIAN E. SHAW. 

Making the beds may be the means of 
giving exercise: to many muscles. Stand 
facing the side of the bed. As you bend 
forward to smooth sheets toward head and 
foot, keep knees straight and, without movy- 
ing the hips, swing arms to left and right, 
twisting the trunk as much as possible. In 
tucking in the sides, come to the deep-knee- 
bend position, keeping back straight and 
head up. 

Learn to use your left hand in dusting 
When you dust broad surfaces, such as the 
piano or tops of tables, straighten the elbow 
and work from the shoulder, swinging the 
arm from side to side so that the muscles of 
back and chest are alternately contracted and 
stretched. When you dust the parts of furni- 
ture near the floor, comg to the deep-knee- 
bend position, weight on fhe balls of the feet, 
knees bent as far as possible, back straight 
and head up. Learn to balance and to walk 
forward in this position. It is fine for re- 
ducing hips and thighs that are too fat. 
When you bend forward, do not slump, but 
keep knees and back straight and bend from 
the waist. 

In using a carpet-sweeper or vacuum cléan- 
er, keep hips and legs still, arms straight 
and stiff, and move trunk backward and for- 
ward by bending at the waist. Then with 
back stralght and head up move the sweeper 
forward and backward by bending and ex- 
tending the elbows.

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When you pick up threads or toys from 
the floor you may exercise different groups 
of muscles by doing it in these different ways: 
(1) Step forward on the right foot and bend 
the right knee, keeping the left leg straight; 
lower the trunk forward and then reach for- 
ward and downward. (2) Step sideward on 
the right foot, bend the right knee, keeping 
the left leg straight, and bend to the right. 
(3) With back straight and head erect, come 
to the deep-knee-bend position. (4) Bend 
forward and downward from the waist, keep- 
ing the knees straight. 

Learn to use your left arm in ironing. 
Keep the hips, back and shoulders immov- 
able, and move the iron by motion of the 
arm only. Stiffen the arm and move the iron 
by twisting and bending the trunk.—-From 
the Delineator for March.

/ EAT YOUR SPRING TONIC

‘‘Probably many of us remember,’ says Dr 
E. V. McCollum in McCall’s Magazine for 
March, ‘“‘that it was always deemed necessary 
to take every spring a course Of sulphur and 
molasses, or sassafras tea or slippery elm 
bitters, or some other household remedy. 

‘Our elders looked on winter as an un- 
healthful season when poisons accumulated in 
the system because of poor elimination or bad 
colds or other infections, which had to be 
gotten rid of by taking drugs. They believed 
that the blood became thick during the win- 
ter and that a spring-tonic or blood-purifier 
Was necessary to assist nature in making its 
spring housecleaning. 

‘‘As recently as 30 years ago, every gen- 
eral village store throughout the country 
placed on its counters, some time before the 
holiday season, a dozen kinds of almanacs 
advertising one or more remedies for self- 
medication. These almanacs described ‘that 
tired feeling’ as well as almost every other 
ill to which human nature is heir, and graph- 
ically illustrated in pictures varied degrees 
of despair and suffering. And, of course, they 
prescribed the remedy which that particular 
almanac was designed to sell. 

**‘Nowadays, if one investigates these same 
communities, one finds prosperous farms, well 
supplied with dairy cattle, with flourishing 
orchards and other signs of moderate pros- 
perity. Roads are good, whereas in the early 
days they were impassable for weeks at a 
time because of water or snow. Country 
people have more canned foods, they put in 
a supply of apples, cabbages, turnips, parsnips 
and so forth for fall and winter use and so 
they have a decidedly better winter diet than 
their parents and grandparents had. 


“We cannot advise too strongly that those’ 
who live in villages or on farms away from 
the city markets should grow this year and 
every year such root vegetables as turnips,. 
sweet potatoes and carrots and such leafy 
vegetables as celery, cabbages and onions, 
which can be preserved for months in a dry 
place where they will not freeze. Apples can 
be kept practically all winter. These foods, if 
taken in addition to the regular winter diet 
and with plenty of milk, will insure a satis- 
factory diet. Good health and vigor are 
bound to result. It is not necessary nor de- 
sirable for these foresighted persons to spend: 
much money for fresh green foods in winter; 
they have on hand everything they need to 
avoid a run-down condition in spring.”’

May day,’ says Mr. Messer, “I was fishing at 
Sabago lake, Maine, with my brother-in-law, 
when we saw something swimming across the 
channe] between an island and the mainland. 
From curiosity we headed our boat toward It. 
thinking it probably a muskrat or mink. Tt 
didn’t dive as we expected, but stopped swim- 
ming for a moment, looked us over, then 
deliberately swam to our boat and attempted 
to climb in. Imagine our surprise when we 
saw that it was a woodchuck and apparentiy 
a very tired one. 

“The little fellow remained by our boat 
as long as we cared to stay there, attempting 
many times to elimb aboard. Finally we 
started to row out in the open lake. To our 
dismay Johnny Chuck followed, and contin- 
ued with such persistence that we concluded 
to try taking him in the boat to carry him 
ashore.

Winsome Bluebird Is House Hunting. 


Bluebirds are already well distributed well 
up toward the northern limits of their sum- 
mer range. There is no bird more beloved 
than this gentle harbinger of the spring, with 
the blue of the sky on his back and the earth 
color on his breast and with the sweet, plain- 
tive, soft, elusive whistle so difficult to place. 
The natural nesting site of the bluebird is a 
hole in a tree, fence post or telegraph pole. 
Incapable of excavating such holes them- 


selves, the birds take possession of the de- 


serted homes of woodpeckers, und sometimes 
of natural cavities. But year by year such 
tenements are hecoming more and more 
searce, and the bluebirds bappily have taken 
readily to bird houses. A 19-inch entrance 
is the right size for winsome bluebird. It is 
too small for the starling, but of course will 
admit the ubiquitous English sparrow. Houses 


for bluebirds should be in readiness now. Os 
or eight feet is plenty bigh enough above tha 
ground. But guard against cats! IT know of 
no more delightful tenants

IR WILLIAM PRYBKE, the lord mayayor 

of Londov. whose cordial message wel- 

he hoteliers of the United 

States to London next April, holds one 

or the most remarkuble official positions in ihe 

world. He is “king of a square mile: the 

municipal monarch of the elry of London.” 

Within the boundwuries of the city he takes 
precedence over crvery men but the King of 
Kingland. When the Prince of Wales enters 
the city of London. be must, by ancievt cu.- 
tom, follow, und not precede; the lord mayor. 
The stately Munsion house, from which the 
lord mayor's message to his American guest: 
Was addressed, fuces the Bank of England in 
the very heart of London. It is his offiela! 
residence during his yveur of office. It is con- 
siructed on palatfil proportions and the majy- 
oral heusehold. wiieh till comparatively 
modern times included an official jester who 
had to jump into a bowl of custard at state 
hanquets, is designed on royal principles. On 
occasions of high state Sir William rides In a 
great, sewayipg couch, heavily giited, its pan- 
el3 said to have been painted by Cipriani. 
drawn by six horses. There is only one other 
coach in England to compare with this— it is 
the famous coronation coach in the royal 
mews at Buckingham palace used by the 
Kings of England only on their coronations 
and for the opcning of parliament. 

Attached to the position of the lord mayor 
of London are the badges vot royalty—tho 
scepter, the swords of justice and merey and 
the mace. During his term of office the lord 
mayor enjoys the right of private audience 
with the crown. 

To those citizens of the United States who 
veur after year explore the inexhaustible 
field of London customs, the position of the 
lord mayor, whose grandeur is often in 
treater evidence than that of royalty, is a 
perpetual astobvisbment. 

“What I can’t uuderetand,’ my Americap 
friends invuriably say on their first visit to 
Loudon, “is how the lord mayor can be boss 
of the city of Londopv when King George live: 


there, too!” 
ape “unswer to this question goes rigut to 
the roots of London’s history. 

In the first place the king does not live in 
the city of Leudon. Since Norman times no 
kine has done so. Buckingham palace is about 

mile from the city boundary, so that King 
(reorze lives tn London, but not in the city of 
Londou---u vastly different thing! London 
is that gigantic inhabited area, 693 square 

‘xtent, whose population at the last 

was 7,480,291. The city of London 

is u tiny circle only one square mile in extent 

situuted in the center of this vast area. This 

one square mile is old London; it is the pro- 

lifiec germ from which those teeming 693 

5yvere miles have grown during the eight- 
eenth and nineteenth centuries. 

The growth ot London may be likened to uw 
luke one mile in extent which suddenly floods 
the surrounding country over an area of 692 
¢quare miles. But the ancient lake still pre- 
Serves its shape; it does not become lost, or 
merge itself in the flood it hus created. 

The city of London has not become lost in 
greater London or the county of London. If 
is a small self-contained, self-governing city 
stute. Its size and shape were determined 
by the wall built by the Romans when they 
colonized Britain in tho first century of the 
Cliristian era. Although this wal] was de- 
molished in the eighteenth century, it stil! 
limits the confines of the city; it js a great 
reality; and behind its vanished ramparts the 
city remains today much as it was when the 
Komans dwelt there in the days of Boadicea. 
Behind this invisible wall of London the city 
makes its own laws. It rules itself by virtuo 
of an ancient constitution founded in Norman 
times. The “square mile’ elects its own 
rulers, runs its own police force, manages its 
Owd treasury and sits upon its bill watching 
the jurisdiction of the mighty London county 
council (which legislates for the great ramb- 
ling giant beyond the walls) cease at its 
uncieut boundary lives. 

“England may have belonged to its kings, 
hut the city of London has always belonged to 
itself; and herein lies the greatness and the 
traditional pomp and power of iis lord mayor. 
Its carly history was a struggle for inde- 
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pendence, for the survival of its determined 
personality. The lord mayor lived within the 
wulls and the king outside them in his paluce 
ut Westminster, and between these tv 
was frequently a struggle for supremacy, now 
ohe Winning, now the other. 

In hia American message Sir William 
Uryke said: “Itis one of my proud privileges 
Lo speak with the voice of the citr of Loi 
don.’ nett’ oietl

pose that statement are centuries of po- 
litical struggle. When the first lord 
mayor was sufficiently powerful to speak with 
the voice of London, the city became strong 
enough to say ‘‘boo”’ to a crown. And it was 
frequently very necessary to have this retort 
in reserve in days when national finance was 
ruv on vugue lines, and u King who “went 

’ descended on his lord mayor and sug- 
rested, or demanded, u Joan trom the rich 
citizens of his capital. It was Mavor Il itz- 
William who quite eafly in municipal history 
had the nerve to tell King Henry III to his 
fuce in St. Paul's cathedral that the citizens 
of London would be taithful and dutiful just 
s0 Jong as he was a good lord and king. 

Ceutury after century the growing migit 
or London placed greater influence and power 
in the hands of the chief megistrate. In 
Plantagenet and Tudor times the lord mayors 
und aldermen of London were the big busi- 
ness meu of that period; their fleets sailed 
the seas of the world; they voyaged to for- 
eign countries for merchandise and grew rich 
on the profits of their varied. widespread 
commerce. How great was the wealth of the 
early London mayors cau bo gathered from 
the famous story of the great feast given to 
Henry V by Richard Whittington, lord mayor 
of London. At the conclusion of the ban- 
quet Whittington flung upon 2 scented fire 
bonds of the kings worth #300,009 in mod- 
crn money. 

“Never had prince 
marked the king. 

“Never had subject such a prince,’’ replied 
Whittington rather obviously. 

The word “privileges’’ occurs in Sir Will- 
iam Pryke’s message. 

The city of London has been founded on 
“‘privileges,”’ and the lord mayor of fhis cit, 
pessesses more curious privileges than any 
other public character. Among his rights are 
the four following, handed down over cen- 
turies of history: 

1. The right to close Temple Bar against 
the king when the king would enter the city. 

~. The right to precede all but the king 
within the confines of the city. 

3. The right to be summoned to the priv; 
council on the accession of a new king. 

4. The right to act as butler at the corona- 
tion of a king. 

some of these privileges are worth exami- 
nation. Temple Bar, us all visitors to Lon- 
don will remember, is the limit of the city’s 
liberties to the west. The Griffin, a monu- 
ment which stands in the center of the road, 
marks the site of old Temple Bar, a gate 
long since removed. “The lord mayor's right 
to close agaiust the king a gate which does 
not exist is an ancient custom which bolds 4 
memory- of the independence of London, 
which thus could remind a king that he wus 
entering politically sacred land! This right 
is still exercised cvery time the king rides in 
state to the city of London. The last occa- 
sion was in the summer of 1925, when King 
George laid the foundation stone of Lloyd'y 
new premises in the city.

© the royal carriage with its escort of scar- 
let life-guards approached Temple Bar it 
halted at a4 silk cord stretched across the road. 
The lord mayor of London, in his state robes 
trimmed with ermine, was waiting with the 
city dignitaries—-the marshal in his scarlet 
uniform, the mace bearer, the sword bearer in 
his black gown and his high fur cap of main- 
tenance. 

The lord mayor stepped out bearing the 
pearl sword of the city of London. He Jow- 
ered the point towards the king who touched 
the hilt and returned it to him. The royal 
procession was then free to enter the city.

ground and had his way. Ue took his 
place before the Prince of Wales. The dis- 
foolishly taken to the king but 
(george III had to proclaim his son in the 
wrong and confirmed the lord mayor in his 
right, commending him for his firmness. 

While he is supreme within the city, the 
lord mayor may find his dignity set at noth- 
ing just outside it, or in regions not consid- 
cred within the magisterial jurisdiction. such 
us the inns of court, the famous abode of 
lawyers. Samuel Pepys mentions a misun- 
derstanding which occurred on March 43, 
1668-69. It must be explained—or his story 
Joses its value—that within the city boun- 
daries the lord mayor’s sword is carried point 
up but outside with point dowa. 

“Meeting Mr. Bellwood,’ writes Samuel 
Pepys, “did hear how my lord mayor being 
invited to dinner at the Readers at the Tem- 
ple, and endeavoring to carry his sword up, 
the students did pull it down, and forced 
him to go and étay all dav in a private coun- 
ejlors chamber, until the reader himself 
could get all the young gentlemen to dinuer, 
and then my lord mayor did retreat out of the 
temple by stealth, with his sword up. This 
do make great heat among the students, ang 
my lord mayor did send to the king.’’ 

An earlier occasion on which the lord mar 
er considered his dignity neglected in th: 
terople was that of 1462 when Mavor Matthew 
Phylyppe, attending a lawyers’ feast by in- 
vitation, was led in behind the Earl of Wor- 
easter and offered a secondary position, 
whereupon, as the old chronicler puts it: “The 
mayre seynge that hys place was occupied 
hylde hym contente, and went home ageyne 
with-owt drynke or any thonke 
* * * as hys drgnyte requyred of the cytteé.” 
The lawyers sent post haste after him to 
apologize but he did not return to the feast: 

Of the two remaining privileges it may be 
saiq that the Jord mayor’s presence at the 
privy councthl on the accession of a king is @ 
relic of London's right to a voice in the 
election of the monarch, and his task as but- 
ler at the coronation feast dates back into 
remote antiquity. 

Sir Willlam Pryke, the present holder of 
this historic office, on whom so much ancient 
glory has descended by virtue of his position, 
is one of the busiest men in’ London. Al- 
‘(hough his mayoral year is hedged about with 
hundreds of queer old-time customs and his 
conduct circumscribed by charter and tradi- 
tion, his duties are as real and onerous 4a¢ 
they were in days when all men wore furred 
sowns aud ‘arviadllearda which were not al- 
ways &heathed. The Mansion house is, like 
the Doges palace in Venice, a court of justice 
u prison and a dwelling place. Here the lord 
mayor ellis as a magistrate in the mornings; 
his afternoons aré occupied by civic duties too 
varied and numerous to mention, and a num- 
her of his evenings are devoted to the admin- 
istration of the world-renowned hospitality of 
the city over which ho rules.

hy such times the old Guildhall, or the 
L Egyptian room of the Mansion house, 
blazes with gold plate and gorgeous uniforms. 
Banquets of medieval proportions are held 
when royal personages or distinguished men 
of all nations whom the city loves to honor, 
attend to discover themselves the central fiz- 
ures in a brilliant gathering which represents 
every section of British Hfe, from the royal 
family, the house of lords, the cabinet, to the 
leading members of the church, the army, the 
navy and finance. 

The death of Queen Alexandra occurred on 
the eve of the Prince of Wales’ state visit 
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rage, the troops moved off all along the 
lineat6a.m. The advance of the First 
battalion, 315th infantry, lay through 
an almost impenetrable wood, thickly 
infested with machine gun nests.

HE main attack by the 316th was 

made with Maj. Manning’s Third 
battalion on the right and Maj. Parkin’s 
First battalion on the left. Both battal- 
ions advanced with great gallantry, 
Maj. Manning making a deep drive 
through the woods on the east slope of 
the hill. Maj. Parkin’s advance was 
directly up the bare southern slope. At 
8 a. m., “E’’ company, on the right, had 
reached the crest of the hill, while “B” 
company, on the left, was approaching 
the crest. Efforts to establish liaison 
with the French failed and they were 
nowhere to be found. It soon developed 
that Maj. Parkin’s left flank was en- 
tirely in the air. Personally directing 
, the advance of his left company, Maj. 


Parkin was severely wounded, the com- 
mand then passing to Capt. Louis C. 
Knack, who was almost immediately 
killed. Shortly thereafter, two com- 
panies of German infantry suddenly 
emerged from the woods on the west 
slope of the hill, where the French 
should have been, rushed the survivors 
of “B” company with hand grenades 
and took three officers, including Mai. 
Parkin, and 21 men prisoners. Through- 
out the action, Maj. Parkin had display- 
ed, not only skill in leadership but the 
greatest personal bravery, and had he 
been properly supported by the French 
on the left flank, Hill 378 might readily 
have been taken and held on Novem- 
ber 4, 

During the afternoon, Companies B 
and C were reinforced by D company. in 
battalion reserve, aud by a group of 60 
men, collected from various companies 


under command of Capt. Carl E. Glock,’ 


regimental adjutant. In bringing for- 
ward D company, its commander, Lieut. 
Maxwell McKeen, was mortally wound- 
ed. The remnants of the First battal- 
1on organized a scattered shell-hole de- 
fense on the southern slope of the hill 
and here they maintained themselves 
all night under a harassing fire from 
the German artillery. 


Fo November 5, corps ordered a con- 
tinuance of the attack of the day 
previous but the problem now was to 


find fresh troops to undertake it. The 
Second battalion of the 316th had sut- 
fered severely in the reconnaissances of 
the previous day, while the First and 
Third battalions, especially the former, 
had undergone a grueling experience 
on the 4th. To meet the situation, the 
regimental commander organized a pro- 
visional battalion, composed of compan- 
ies A, L and M, of the 316th and Com- 
pany K, of the 315th, under command ot 
Maj. Manning, to make a fresh assault. 
“Hl” hour was set for 9 a. m. and the at- 
tack was to be supported by the entire 
corps and divisional artillery. While 
preparations for the attack were under 
way, strong German combat patrols en- 
deavored to drive off Capt. Glock’s little 
force from their shell holes on the south 
slope of the hill, but without success. 
With Company K, 315th, on the right, 
and Company L, 316th, on the left, Maj. 
Manning led his command to the assault 
ut the appointed hour, being joined by 
Capt. Glock’s detachment on the right. 
With extraordinary gallantry the com- 
panies swept over the top of the hill, 
Maj. Manning came in hand, striding in 
front of his men and encouraging them 
by his example. At the very moment of 
victory, the gallant Manning was struck 
dead by a machine gun bullet. 
Although the Germans were definitely 
driven from Hill 378, all attempts to 
pass beyond and down the forward slope 
came to naught under a withering fre 
of machine guns from points beyond.

In spite of the regal pomp whieh eur- 
rounds the civie life of London the court of 
common council, which, with the lord mayor 
at its head, is the governing body, has been 
well deseribed us the most democratic institu- 
tion in the world. Sir William is himself? a 
remarkable ijlustration of this fuct. He he- 
gan lite as un office boy in London—-—poor, un- 
distinguished by any family ‘‘pull’’ on 
business influence. By sheer hard work 
commercial skill he climbed the ladder of suc- 
cess and took uw keen interest in the municipal] 
lite of the citv. As sheriff of London he was 
knighted by the king for his public services, 
and his splendid career culminated in the 
highest municipal honor last October when in 
the herb-sirewn Guildhall he was with quaint, 
old-time eeremony elected lord muyor of Lon- 
don. 

On this day I was guilty of a sinful act for 
which, [I believe, I am technically lable to 
imprisonmeyt: | smuggled an American friend 
into the Guildhall to see this election. The 
presence of a stranger is forbidden by ancient 
custom, but my friend, like so many Amer]. 
cans who at first regard our civic pomp as 
‘bunk,’ was an enthusiastic collector of old 
London ceremonies and I felt that something 
was due to him for his conversion! 

So, while the lord mayor and the court of 
aldermen were at church in the neighboring 
building of St. Laurence, Jewry, we eluded 
the Wwatechtul]l beudles at the Guildhall gates 
und slipped into that marvelous cathedra)- 
like hall in which so many brilliant historic 
eeremonies have occurred. 

Wo found ourselves among a great crowd 
of city men who had come to elect the néw

Hk orders for November 6 were to 
continue the attack to the north of 
Hill 378. Obviously this required fresh 
troops, so the Second battalion, 813th, 
Capt. George C. Burgwin commanding, 
which was in divisional reserve, was 
ordered up and placed at the disposal of 
Gen. Johnson. The plans for November 
6 contemplated an attack beyond Hill 
378 by this fresh battalion of the 313th 
with the Third battalion of the 315th, 
Maj.

As if sensing our preparations, the 
enemy laid down an exceptionally heavy 
artillery concentration of high ex- 
plosives and gas which caught the 
Second battalion of the 313th en route 
to its attack position and delayed its 
arrival considerably “hevoud the pre- 
scribed ““H”’ hour.

On November 8, the direction of at- 
tack was abruptly changed from north 
to east, the entire division advancing on 
«a front, now 10 kilometers long, and 
sweeping the last vestiges of the enemy 
from the heights.

URING the nights of November 
5 and 6 the enemy paid their 


compliments to division headquarters ut 
Vacherauville by dropping several hun- 
dred gas shells each evening about 6° 
p. m. Unlike ordinary high explosive - 
shells, gas shells explode with a weak::

ussia Come the Singing Actors

ASUINGTON is promised the sight- 
and hearing—-of what is confidently 
raported to be something new in 

opern. We are to be confronted by 

© company of singing and dancing actors im- 

ported out ot Russia by Morris Gest. These 

people, like Gest’s earlier importations from 

Moscow-—Stanislavsky’s serious company and 

Baliev's crew-——are to demonstrate for 

our benefit something that the East has dls- 

covered in the arts, which,in the West tend 
incorrigibly to stick to old forms after they 
have grown conventional and stale.

The new company of artists is an off-shoot 
and subsidiary of that Russian Art theater, 
whieh has paid us two visits and provoked so 
much diseussion. We have all read quite a 
lot about them by now, because their coming 
has been preceded by a notable and charac- 
teristic blowing trumpets and beating ot 
drums. The Moscow Art theater musica] 
stuaio and Vladimir Ivanovitch Nemirovitch- 
Dantchenko, director, regisseur, innovator, 
have not lacked public advance proclaMatlion 
or flattering report of their achievement 

All the more reason in this place for try- 
ing to place pefore the reader of these col- 
umns, just in advance of the appearance of 
the Russian offering, a general and compact 
statement of what it is that constitutes in 
their own and their advocates’ eyes their claim 
to having added something to the world’s ac- 
cumulated artistic stock in trade. 

This claim lays stress on two points: They 
are singing actors. The first is their challenge 
to the old opera——the opera of which one of 
their heralds says bitingly, ‘‘Only two things 
are called grand: opera and dukes.’’ It is 
notorious of this sort of opera that the 
“grand” singers can not act-—though upon 
this point the Russians, especially, always 
except Chaliapin. By all but the blindest dev- 
otees it is admitted that even Wagner’s mu- 
sic dramas are more music than drama, and 
the consensus of the experts is that, generally 
speaking, opera is apt to be-——considered as 4 
piay—-just a bad play. It is not often even a 
good play spoiled by music or good music 
spoiled by just a play. To enthusiasts of the 
drama and connoisseurs of pure music alike 
the form—-in spite of the fact that the wizard 
of Baireuth has used it to bewitch the world 
~—-is equally unsatisfactory. 

* * a oe 
HUS, say the Russians, it is clear that syn- 
thesis of music and spoken drama has not 
been really accomplished in opera with a cap- 
ital O. Opera is not an art but an omelet in 
which the egg of the play is drowned in the 
butter of music. Yet it appears that the 
Greeks were able to create an art of the the- 
ater which accomplished the synthesis, not 


only of the spoken drama and music, but of 
plastic art in motion with both. 

In oyr time the Russians themselves, in 
their ballet, have accomplished a synthesis o 
music and plastic art in motion through the 
dance. Diaghileff and Mordkin have done it. 
Why not, then, proceed by adding the spoken 
drama to what has already been accomplished 
in Kkussia and in this manner arrive at the 
modern synthetic theater which will, like the 
(Greek, include al] three arts? Incidentally, 
by this process, may be achieved—-some way 
has been achieved already-——opera which un- 
like opera with a capital O is a unified thing 
and not an omelet. 

The arts of Greece, which the Romans were 
not entirely able to transfer to the banks of 
the Tiber, descended with Oriental modifica- 
tions to Constantinople and thence with a stiil 
stronger flavor of the Tartar arrived in Mos- 
cow. So that, in a way, the revival of the 
Creek tradition comes more logically from 
the Red capital of the East than from any of 
the capitals of the west of Europe, or from 
America which is only the East ‘by West of 
Columbus. So much for the theory. 

What he was aiming at was the popular be 
this: Nemirovitch-Dantchenko, codirector 
with Constantin Stanislavsky in. the Mos- 
cow Art theater, formed in Moscow in 1919, 
in spite of the wolf of famine which was then 
gnawing at the vitals of Russia, a company 
of young people who had singing voices—like 
most Russians. He set about making actors 
of them and contriving a vehicle for their 
abilities which would contain elements of 
novelty ‘both in the settings and in the per- 
formance. 

What he was aiMing at was the popular ap- 
peal of opera-comique in a community which’ 
needed cheer without the outworn conventions 
and foolish content of opera-comique as it 
now afflicts the stage. In a way he under- 
took to do to the lyric stage of this time what 
Gilbert and Sullivan did to the lyric stage of 
their time——to put life and sense into it. The 
Englishmen did what Offenbach had not been 
able to do. They got a libretto and a score 
which fused into one effect of cheerful and 
artistic entertainment, while the play remain- 
ed a play, the lines retained their wit, and 
the music, in spite of fitting perfectly to the 
words of the play, commanded the respect of 
musicians.

HE enterprise in Moscow involved the find- 
ing of a libretto and a score. Ags no new 
composer and librettist divinely meant for 
each other appeared, Nemirovitch-Dantchenko 
took an old and favored French operetta, 
which had the advantage of being timely in 
ted Russia because it had a French revolu- 
tionary setting.

FORECAST DISEASE LIKE 
WEATHER 


“Health observatories,” from which fore- 
casts of approaching epidemics will be sent 
out, have been established in the forty-four 
largest cities of Illinois by Dr. Isaac D. 
Rawlings, State health director, who 
adapted the idea from the government weath- 
er bureau. 

Each station, says the April Popular 
Science Monthly, is supplied with a week- 
ly statement showing the number and loca- 
tion of all reported cases of contagious 
disease in its territory. With this informa- 
tion, the local health officer can determine 
the danger and take steps to overcome it. 

Epidemics are’ no longer mysterious out- 
bursts that spring out of nowhere and dis- 
eppear just as suddenly, Dr. Rawlings de- 


clares, in announcing the opening of these 
observatories; they are recurrent disturb- 
ances like weather changes, that can be pre- 


dicted with reasonable accuracy. By the 
interpretation of carefully gathered statistics 
und by following the path of the disease, he 
usserts, it is possible to make an almost per- 
fect forecast, which is of the greatest serv- 
ice in aiding preventive medical work. 

On this principle Dr. Hernian Bundesen, 
Chicago health official, has compiled a 
unique chart by which, with the aid of 
statistics, he makes a graphic record of the 
course and frequency of a disease and by. 
which he claims he is able to predict with 
certainty the nearness and intensity of any 
epidemic.

There 
was accomplished an ‘‘exciting’’ perform- 
ance-—exciting is the adjective used about this 
company’s effects more often than any other. 
The singing actors could both sing and act 
and the thing held together. Colorful] scenic 
effects were provided to which the land of the 
Incas and the land of Spain alike contributed 
a touch of the exotic. The manner smacked 
rather of what the Germans do and call by 
long meaningless names than of the so-called 
‘“‘realism’’ of the present theater. 

The next step, u vear later, was to try the 
Moscow method on real Greek material. The 
dog for the experiment was Aristophanes’ 
‘“‘Lysistrata,’’ which had already been used 
both in England and America as ammunition 
for feminist propaganda-——-showing how up-to- 
date was its subject matter. The Athenian 
piece exploits satirically a strike of the wom- 
en against the men. The women undertake 
to ‘abstain from men’’ till men abstain from 
war. Here is a method of militant pacifism 
calculated to produce effects both practical 
and theatrical. It is naturally comedy of the 
broadest. But this is an age of feminism.

OR the purposes of the modern synthetic 

theater, here was a libretto belonging to 
the original synthetic theater. The book for 
the first time could stand unchanged.

Nemirovitch-Danchentko is in his sixties, 
though tae people of his company are young. 
He has been associated with the Russian stage 
through all the changes that have come over 
it since the old order of the drama gave place 
to the new. 

For years he has been joint producer with 
Stanislavsky of a theater in which innovation 
has gone hand in band with the maintenance 
of the worthwhile traditions of the art which, 
though it is first of all an art of entertaining 
the people, may also be a serious art—an art 
of inspiration---and are More powerful than 
any other, perhaps in shaping the thoughts 
and molding the destinies of peoples.

COOK FOOD? | 


What about the effect of cooking on diges- 


tibility? A few years ago the prevalent idea 
was that starchy foods must be very thor- 
‘oughly cooked in order to be digested. How- 
ever, experiments have shown that it is the 
rate of digestion that is affected rather than 
the completeness of digestion. Rolled oats, 
for instance, cooked for a short time, have 
been found to be almost as completely di- 
gested by the normal individual as those 
cooked for many hours. 

All-night cooking of cereals is ne longer 
considered essential. An hour of cooking will 
do——-not primarily to make the starch diges- 
tible, but to impart the flavor and texture 
that we like in the well-cooked cereal, For 
the child or for the adults with weak diges- 
tive systems the rate of dizestion may be im- 
portant and long cooking advisable, but for 


the average person the shorter time is quite 
all right. 

Toast, that favorite of the breakfast table, 
is another starchy food that has come under 
the experimenter’s eye.. We have known for 
some time that the dextrinizing of the starch 
in the toasting starts digestion before it Is 
eaten, thus shortening the time required for 
body digestion; but does the coagulation of 
the protein by the heat counteract this advan- 
tage? Tests have shown that the protein of 
toasted bread, which is valuable, is as com- 
pletely digested as the protein of untoasted 
bread, so the points are all in favor of the 
toast. Dry toast is more readily digested than 
soft toast, because it requires more chewing 
and therefore is more thoroughly mixed with 
the saliva, which starts the process of digeg- 
tion.—From the Delineator for March,

The boy himself—- 
this was in 1823-—became imbued with a 
love of military life and prevailed upon his 
elder brother Joseph to obtain an appoint- 
ment trom President Monroe for a cadetship 
at West Point. 

At West Point Jefferson Davis was only 
an average student and was uncomfortably 
near the bottom of his class when he grad- 
uated. Classmates at West Point as well ag 
Transylvania testifled in after years as to hue 
general amiability of character, democratic 
manner and thorough integrity. While ne 
was an indifferent student, somewhat defi- 
clent in mathematics, yet he was a youth of 
fair capacity. His one genius was in engt- 
neering problems, a knowledge which after- 
ward stood him in good stead when he be- 
came Secretary of War, 
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Upon graduation at West Point Davis was 
appointed to a post with the first regiments 
of infantry at Fort Crawford, Ill. For the 
next seven years his life was fairly barren of 
incident. Frontier service was not thrilling 
save when the ever-ready Indian created a 
little special excitement. He participated in 
skirmishes against Black Hawk, who was 
an astute redskin and somewhat of a woods 
statesman. 

During these troubles the governor of Illi- 
nois called out the State forces and they were 
mobilized at Dixon. Lieut. Jefferson Davis 
was one of two regular army Officers sent to 
muster the volunteers into service. 

One of the captains was a tall awkward, 
raw-boned fellow, arrayed in a badly fitting 
suit of blue jeans, garnished with large brass 
buttons. When he was sworn in Lieut. Jef- 
ferson Davis administered the oath and he 
answered to the name of Abraham Lincoln. 
Little did either dream what their future re- 
lations in life would be. 

Up to this period romance had not trou- 
bled more than in a desultory fashion the 
adventurous spirit of Jefferson Davis. 

But in the assignment of ‘Col. Zachary 
Taylor as colonel of Jefferson Davis’ regi- 
ment a change was due. 

With Col. Taylor to Fort Crawford came 
his family, including a beautiful young daugh- 
ter of 18, Miss Sarah Taylor. Needless to 
say, she was quickly the belle of the army 
post and favored indeed were the young aides 
who were summoned anywhere within her 
vicinity. 

Miss Sarah was not averse to the attention 
héaped at her feet, but one by one her ad- 
mirers discovered that a single blossom from 
Lieut. Davis surpassed the virtues of the 
most elegant bouquet they could proffer after 
a hard long ride to secure the buds. Col. 
Zachary Taylor, it appears, was opposed to a 
military husband for his daughter. He knew 
the hardships, for women, incumbent upon 
military post life and he wished to spare bis 
child. 

But love laughs at such obstacles and be- 
fore the brave colonel was aware of it, Lieut. 
Davis and Miss Sarah were madly in love. 
Their marriage would have followed within 
the year had it not been prevented by Col. 
Taylor. 

The young people yielded, for a time, to 
his opposition but kept on loving each other. 
However, Old Rough and Ready Taylor lost 
his temper one day and declared Davis should 
not marry his daughter and forbade his en- 
tering his house. 

For two years Davis tried to change the 
old warrior’s decision in every honorable way. 
Persuaded, at last, that he could not be 
changed, Davis resigned his commission in 
the army and left For, Crawford, 
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This was in 1835. Two weeks later he 
went to Kentucky, where Miss Taylor was 
visiting an aunt, and they were married. 
Happiness dawned for them despite the fact 
that Col. Taylor still withheld his blessing, 
angered that his daughter had not permitted 
him to select a husband for her; admitting 
that Jefferson Davis was manly and upright 
byt not his choice. 

One idyllic summer was passed together. 
But ia September, while visiting in Louisiana, 
he and his bride were both stricken with a 
Virulent malarial fever. 

Within a few days she was dead and he 
lay for a long time at the point of death. 
When he recovered he could only kneel in 
voiceless anguish at her early grave and know 
the bitter truth that their romance of spring 
and youth was over. 

For years he never smiled, but after a long 
time he became reconciled. Ten years later 
he married again, Miss Varina Howell, of 
Mississippi. His second love was steady with 
the constancy of maturity and their married 
life was very happy. Children came to them, 
among them a daughter, Winnie, afterwards 
to be the darling of the South, but always he 
kept enshrined in his heart the memory of 
the gentle maiden who had been his first love.

Many of the Mandans on the upper Mis- 
souri had light bair and eyes; and Catlin, to 
the extent of a chapter, favored the theory 
that the Mandans were the lost Welsh tribe. 
Custer in his ‘‘My Life on the Plains’ thought 
he found traces of the Gaelic in Indian 


speech. In ‘‘Drake’s Book of the Indians,’’ 


1833, second edition, the author finds in the. 


name of Madokawando, chief of the Penobscot 
tribe in King Philip’s war, a similirity to 
that of Madoc, the Welsh prince. He says: 

“The story of white Indians speaking Welsh 
on the Missouri river has gained supporters 
in former and latter periods.”’ 

Years of close study and observation by 
trained observers have proven the entire ab- 
sence ot any linguistic relation between any 
of the Indian tongues and those of the Old 
World. ‘‘White’’ Indians are either albinos 
or the result of the introduction of white 
blood. One tribe of Apaches was well bleached 
out because of the many white prisoners they 
adopted from Mexico..—From Adventure

ed upon the entrance to the dugout of 
Gen. A. S. Wingate, commanding the 
o2nd artillery brigade, fortunately 
Without serious damage. It was a real 
rélief to get away from Admiral Plun- 
ket’s gun on November 9, when head- 
quarters moved to an advanced com- 
mand post at Molleville farm. 

Driven from the hills, the Germans 
fell back across the plain about 5 kilo- 
meters to a formidable group of de- 
tached hills, rising abruptly from the 
plain with steep slopes. These became 
the final objective of the division on No- 
vember 9, 10 and 11. Preliminary to 
the attack, corps ordered a contraction 
of the division front, necessitating the 
withdrawal of the 158th brigade from 
the left to make room for a French di- 
vision. During the early morning hours 
of November 9, the brigade made a 
flank march of 4 kilometers to the south, 
the movement being covered by an at- 
tack of the 314th infantry against. the 
enemy on Hill’328. In November 10, 
Hill 328, and Hill 319, one kilometer 
farther east, were captured in gallant 
style. 

ae, wee se 
RDERS for November 11. di- 
rected a continuation of the at- 
tack at 9:50 a. m., but before this hour 
arrived, important news was on its way. 
At 8:50 a. m. a message was relayed 
from Vacherauville giving contents of 
a radio from Marshal] Foch to army com- 
manders, announcing cessation of hos- 
tilities at 11 a. m. Twenty minutes 
later came the official news from the 
corps commander, and at 9 a. m. tele- 
honic instructions were on the way to 
rigade commanders. There was some 
doubt whether all points of the front in 
contact with the enemy could be reached 
before 11 a. m., but it was accomplished 
successfully with only a few minutes to 
spare. A vigorous attack had been 
launched at 9:30 a. m. and the enemy 
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was yielding at all points when hostili- 
ties ceased. The last known man of the 
division to die in action was. Private 
Henry Gunther, Company A, 313th in- 
fantry, killed at 10:59 a. m. while eharg- 
ing a German machine gun. 

As the hour of 11 a. m. drew near, J] 
stepped from my dugout at Molleville 
farm, watch in hand, and awaited the 
moment when the world war should end. 
I was especially interested to learn how 
well the order for the cessation of hos- 
tilities would be obeyed on that far flung 
battle front. From my commanding po- 
sition on the heights it was possible to 
follow the battle lines for long distances 
to the north and the south. Only a hun- 
dred yards from my dugout a battery ot 
75’s from my own artillery brigade was 
firing away as if their very lives depend- 
ed upon it. Miles away in both direc- 
tions the mingled roar of heavy and 
light artillery rose high in the heavens. 
There was no question but that all 
American gunners were endeavoring to 
inflict the maximum damage upon the 
enemy before the hour of the armistice. 
Three minutes, two minutes, one minute 
to eleven and still the artillery roared 
with unabated fury. Just as the second 
hand of my watch reached 11 a. m. the 
firing from thousands of guns ceased as 
if by magic and not more than a scatter- 
ing shot or two could be heard in the 
irst five seconds following 11 a.m. Such 
a result could not have been attained 
without perfect timing of watches and 
strict obedience to orders. The silence 
that fell over the battlefield was weird, 
awesome, almost appalling. For the 
first time in over four years men on the 
western front could raise their heads 
above ground without fear of death.
